under the roof of University College. Right worthily, in short, 
has London University held aloft the banner of freedom in the 
domain of education. Long may it flourish! 

And now the second picture. 
Ileidelberg, has also been celebrating—in this case, the 550th 
anniversary of its foundation. This is the event whose coming 
received so much publicity some time ago and drew so much 
scathing comment. Far and wide, voices were raised against 
acceptance by other Universities of the invitations to parti- 
cipate in the projected festivities. It was held that there 
was no spiritual affinity nowadays between Universities where 
the brotherhood of learning was the guiding principle and 
those in Germany in which brotherhood was supplanted by a 
crawling subservience to the Nazi spirit. And it was urged 
that to fraternise with one of the German sister bodies would 
only be to lend the cachet of forcign Universities to the degra- 
dation of scholarsh'p and culture. Have those objections been 
justified? Read the published accounts of the proceedings 
at Heldelberg. No ringing declaration about “learning 
knowing no national frontiers,” but an announcement by the 
Rector that the celebrations were a demonstration to Germany 
and the world of the University’s will to be German. The 
original inscription— ‘To the Eternal Spirit ’’—above the 
entrance of the new University building had been replaced by a 
new motto—* To the German Spirit” (though this was discreetly 
covered up during the celebrations). London and the other 
British Universities were not represented; so that, as The 
Times reports, when the flags of the foreign countries which 
had sent delegations were hoisted “in a public ceremony 
resembling a military parade,” the flag of Great Britain was 
missing. But the insignia of despotism andi reaction were not

equally invisible. The celebrations were meant to give Germany's 


foreign friends © a picture of the true spiritual life of the new, 
contented and happy Germany ’’—in other words, they were 
frankly propagandist, as it was predicted they would be. 

During the first two days, they took the form of * a political 
demonstration with military and. semi-military uniforms pre- 
dcminating everywhere, under the control of the German 
Minister of Propaganda.” . “So far,’ wrote The Times corre- 
spondent in Heidelberg last Sunday, “ no kind of academic robe 
has been seen here.” But the town was smothered in Swastika 
flags. Students marched through the streets as Nazi Storm 
Troopers or Guards “amid the outward symbols of the la est 
phase i in the cultural development of the Heidelberg Univer- 
sily, based on the new science of so-called vélkischpolitische 
realism.” Ani British and American journalists were, 
on. the trumpery pretext of lack of accommodation, 
‘excluded from one ceremony—obviously a mark of displeasure 
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at the downright strictures on Nazism which 
and British newspapers had dared to print! What a grim 
contrast does it all present with the sane celebration in 
London, conducted in the spirit of free men voicing their joy 
at the realisation-of great and purely scholastic ideals! Well 
may the foreign guest, after surveying the evidences of the 
shrunken and distorted German University spirit under Nazi 
domination, exclaim, on his return home, O what a fall was there, 
my countrymen!” And well, too, may the British Universities 
which refrained from sending delegates congratulate themselves 
on their prescience and their stand for everything that the 
Commonwealth of Learning holds dear. Between the ideals of 
London and Germany, there can never be compromise. One or 
the other must prevail. In the vital interests of Mankind, let 
us hope that victory will be with the University of London and 
its noble charter of human rights! 


Notes of the Week 


LAST March a pogrom occurred in the Polish town of Pryztyk 
The Jews were attacked by a peasant mob

This continuing devotion to fair-play and 
liberty is indeed emphasised by the further fact that the new Jewish 
Sheriff is a member of a family which in the past gave two Lord

derided. At the same time Alderman Pollitzer'’s election is welcome 
proof that to-day, as so often in the past, Jews do seek to share with 
their feilow-citizens the burdens of public duty. In no sphere, in 
fact, has this readiness been more conspicuous than in that of 
muuicipal work, rigit down from the days when David Salomons 
and Moses Montefiore he!d the office to which Alderman Pollitzer 
has now succeeded. Ilere, to be sure, is the best and most effective 
answer to the charge of Jewish “ isolationism’” 


To-DAY one of the most remarkable meetings in history is 
taking place. Jew and Moslem, Christian and 
Buddhist, Hindu and Sikh, followers of 
Confucius, and even Mormons and Christian 
Scientists, will come together—in the words of 
the inspirer of the gathering, Sir Francis Younghusband—to awake 
into passionate intention the desire that all men have in their 
hearts for decent neighbourliness between them. The Chief 
Rabbi will presids over a discussion on “A Hindu View of 
Religion,” and the Dean of St. Paul's has invited all participants in 
the meetings to Sunday Service at the Cathedral. We see nothing 
to cavil at in the Chief Rabbi—representative of a religion which 
declares that the righteous of all nations have a share in the world 
to come—thus associating himself with the exponents of other 
creeds, for the assembly is described by its creator as “a world con- 
gress of faiths, planned not to build a new religion from the siftings 
of the old or to alter individual beliefs, but to eucourage fellow- 
ship.” Who will say that such fellowship is not a crying need in 
the modern world ? 

Too long have religions been charged with standing aside from 
national quarrels, if not ectually aiding and abetting them. If the 
object of the Congress is, as we are told, to try and find a path to 
world peace and understanding through a league of religions, then it 
calls for our blessing. Certainly the Jews, prime victims of war and 
misunderstanding, have every reason to welcome it acd, from the 
bottom of their hearts, to wish it God speed :

WORKERS object of the Conference is to give social workers 
TO CONFER from all countries where modern social services 
exist an Opportunity to meet and uiscuss their 
problems and methods of work. Distinguished people engaged 
in these labours are expected from many fands, and they will 
include a numbbr of Jews and Jewesses. As at previous 
Conferences, these will take advantage of the occasion to 
compare notes as to Jewish social work in different countries. 
Their meetings will take place on July 8th, 9th and 10th, and 
an extremely interesting programme, to which many well-known 
members of our own Community and communities overseas will 
contribute, has been arranged. There is no need to stress the 
value and the timeliness of these discussions, and, while wishing . 
the participants a week of fruitful activity, we would also express 
the hope that many members of the Anglo-Jewish Community 
will make a special point of attending the proceedings, from which 
they cannot fail to draw both guidance and inspiration. 


AN informal gathering of Secretaries of communal institutions 
has just been discussing the need for some 
PENSIONS FOR ~ superannuation scheme for the staffs of Jewish 
OUR OFFICIALS institutions. There is, to be sure, a Synagogue 
Provident and Pensions Fund, but the great body 
of communal officials is left without any provision of the kind 
we refer to. Having regard to the continuous growth in the 
communal organisation, this omission is neither considerate nor 
wise. We believe, too, that it does not correspond with the wishes 
of those at the head of the various institutions. The Secretaries 
have assuredly placed their finger on a real defect in the communal 
organisation, and with the goodwill that exists there should be no 
insurmountable difficulty in removing it, and thus doing bare justice 
to the usually loyal and trustworthy men who constitute the 
Auglo- Jewish Civil Service. 


A Boarp or Trape official, giving evidence recently before the 
Departmental Committee on Compulsory Insur- 
THAT ance, was questioned by the Chairman (Sir Felix 
INSURANCE Cassel, K C.), regarding the condition included in 
BAR some motor insurance policies which rendered 
them ineffective if a bookmaker or Jew was 
driving the car at a time of accident. Sir Felix's question did not 
embrace the whole of the class of ineligibles, which embraces not 
only Jews aud bookmakers, but jockeys, actors and members of the 
R.A.F. in a single quaint, heterogeneous and apparently untrust- 
worthy medley. The Board of Trade official expressed the opinion 
that a great deal was to be said for putting an end to this species of 
vexatious and offensive discrimination. We entirely agree! Perhaps 
the Board of Deputies will seize the occasion to present to the 
Committee the Jewish point of view 


Tue little things in life count for a good deal. Our “At 
Random” feature this week contains an extract 
LITTLE THiNGS from an article in which that distinguished 
THAT MATTER. American and very good friend of the Jews, Dr. 
Join Haynes Ho!mes, exercises a playfully 
ironical pen at the expense of what seems to be a characteristic of 
certain Jewish meetings: disregard for punctuality in the time of 
commencement of the proceedings. How many people, he suggests, 
welcomed Fascism in Italy because they had been annoyed 
by the unpunctual running of the Italian railways under the 
previous regime! And how many people, we wonder, have 
become anti-Semites, not because of any profound political or 
metaphysical reasons, but on account of some trivial annoyance 
suffered at the hand of an unwitting member of our Community. 
We must not lose our sense of proportion, but evidently Jews 
must mind their P's and Qs. An announcement that has just 
reached us enables us to point the moral. A Synagogue in 
North-West London has arranged a function for next Sunday 
afternoon in aid of its Religion Classes. And what form does 
it take? A “Fun Fair*™-complete with coconut shies—in the 
Synagogue grounds. Those who know the neighbourhood assure 
us that such a function is well calculated to give offence to non- 
Jewish neighbours. Perhaps precautions have already been taken 
to reduce avy possible nuisance to a minimum. We do no?know. 
But the organisers will be well advised to omit any feature that 
may cause annoyance to non-Jewish residents on this Sunday 
afternoon, and to see that all who attend refrain from any over. 
exuberant manifestation of high spirits that may disturb the 
neighbourhood.

International Conference on Social Work 


SPECIAL CONFERENCE OF JEWISH WORKERS 
Commencing on Sunday weck the 12th inst., for a period of six days, 
there will be held at Bedford College, Regent's Park, N.W., the Third 
International Conference on Social Work.

The death last week, at the age of sixty, of the Rev. 
Mendel Sheinfield, after a very brief illness, constitutes a severe 
loss for the entire Cardiff Com-

The death is reported from Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia, of Mr. 
Louis BRaUDE, Deputy-Mayor of the City and a prominent member of the 
local Jewish Community. Mr. Braude, who was born in Kelem, Lithuania, 
in 1878, went to South Africa as a young man, and in 1916 made his home 
in Salisbury, where he became Warden of the Congregation and President 
of the local Zionist Society. The burial service was conducted by the 
Rev. M. Konviser. 

The death is reported from Warsaw, at the age of eighty-one, of Mr. 
MOSHE FELDSTEIN, a veteran Zionist and social worker. The deceased 
was a former Vice-President of the Board of Jewish Communities and one 
of the first members of the Chovevei Zion. He was a co-founder of the 
Auglo-Palestine Bank and’a pioneer of the Hebrow movement in Poland, 
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HOMILY FOR THE WEEK 


Micah the Prophet 


By the Rev. EPHRAIM LEVINE, M.A. 


P23, Numbers, chs. 22, v. 2—25, v. 9 


We have an opportunity this week of studying the Prophet Micah, 
whose writings provide the Haftara. The famous chapter read on 
this Sabbath, with its allusions to the designs of Balak and Balaam 
against Israel and its concluding verse : “To do justly, to love mercy 
and to walk humbly with God,” has been immortalised for its succinct 
definition of true religion. But the man himself provides an unportant 
study, and his place in the history of prophetic literature 1s worthy of 
remembrance. He flourished in the years 728-708 B.C.E., making him a 
younger contemporary of Isaiah. He was a native of the countryside, 
born in the village Moresheth-Gath, living in the reigns of Jotham, 


* Ahaz and Hezekiah, Kings of Judah. If Isaiah was prophet and 


politician, Micah was the social reformer, denouncing the social and 
moral evils of his time. Yet it is impossible, in the study. of the 
prophets, to separate politics from hfe. The two are so closely inter- 
woven that the conduct against which the prophet preached 1s the out- 
come of the policy of Israel in his relation to the world. Prophecy 
is unintelligible without the histoncal background. 

The history of Israel in the eighth century, B.c.£., 1s almost an 
episode in the struggle between Assyria and Egypt for world 
supremacy. It was the pohey of Egypt to keep Palestine at hostality 
towards Assyria. Egypt could not be depended upon to help or 
redeem her promises—she is called a broken reed—but for almost a 
century she was the cause of trouble in Palestine. Not for the last 
time was the ambition of one country to react upon Israel and 


Palestine. so that Israel was to be drawn into conflict not of his own. 


making. In the eighth century, the part played by Israel was com- 
pared to the movements of a silly dove without understanding. Israel 
was flirting with two great powers and losing his own individuahty. 
The end could only be to fall between the two and be crushed. The 
teaching of the Mosaic Law had ordained that Israel in Palestine was 
to create a new order of things, with equity and justice prevailing and 
the rule of God as the foundation. But they had travelled far from 
this ideal since the’ days of the conquest, and their life, social, ethical 
and religious, had become hke that of the other nations. This is the 
gravamen of the prophetic burden. Micah, not a politician and the 
associate of Statesmen like Isaiah, observed from a distance. In origin 
and training, he is compared to Amos, both hailing from the.country 
and both inspired by a courage and conviction heedless of opposition. 
Micah rebuked the military ambitions of Israel, and the superstition 
and idolatry then in vogue. But his chief target is the corruption of 
iNétice and the exploitation of the poor at the hands of the wealthy. 
Princes, traders, are alike sinners in their travesty of the laws of 
justice. Family life and intimate relations were corrupt. To this 
prophet, Jerusalem, instead of a city of mghteousness, appeared to 
be a city built with blood. He boldly proclaimed the destruction 
which was bound to overtake it. 

The teaching of Micah is soon summarised. God will bring into 
judgment Samaria and Jerusalem, the wicked capitals. The 
devastating march of the enemy through Judah, with all the havoc 
left mm its train, is only a just penalty for the social sins of Israel. Not 
one section of the people alone is to blame, but all are involved in 
this betrayal of Israel's destiny, officials, judges, priests and the false 
prophets who spoke smooth words to deceive the people and blind 
them to the true state of things. If a nation is led by time-servers and 
hirelings, there can only be one result. But God's purpose cannot be 
defeated. The prophet will not accept such a fate for his people. He 
has faith in the coming of a Messianic age and in the Congress of 
nations to Jerusalem and the restoration of Judah. He tells us who 
are im sore need of his inspiration that the temporary triumph of 
evil is shortlived, and that ideals of national brotherhood, though 
apparently umpossible of realisation, must in the end provide the only 
solution for a troubled world. Micah is modern, even if his message 
was intended for our ancestors of thousands of years ago. 

Micah as a theologian is secure in history if only for the one verse, 
which, according to Rabbinic thought, contains the essence of the 613 
precepts. He arrives at his conclusions by a strong belief in God as 
the judge who will punish the sinner. But this judge is kind and for- 
giving to the penitent. There may be no escape from the consequences 
of sin, but let a man confess and take his chastisement with submission. 
Even if the world seems to abound with evil, wickedness can be over- 
come; and in the end there will be salvation. And as for Israel, they 
must pass through the darkness of exile and dispersion; but the futuré 
holds out the glorious hope of the survival and return ef the remnant. 
God wil not be angry for ever; He will redeem the promise made to 
the fathers, and as Israel cannot be destroyed, so God must ultimately 
triumph, In the fabric of Hebrew prophecy, God and Israel are closely 
interwoven. Nor is the will of God difficult of apprehension; nor are 
His demands too hard for man. He has shown thee what is good ; 
and what does the Lord require of thee? To do justly, to love mercy 
and to walk humbly with God. The phrase is comprehensive enough 
in the English version to cover a wide range of human conduct. In 


the Hebrew original, it embraces the whole scheme of life, individual, 
social and religious.

Letter to a Jewish 
Young Man 


My FRIEND, 

You ask me for a word of guidance in the present distracted 
world conditions? You say that you have read appeals to join the 
Territorial Army. And you ask what should be your answer to 
them as a Jew, heir to the peace traditions of your people? ..«-. 
Well, I appreciate your difficulties. My only doubt is whether, as 
one of the older generation which became involved in the disastrous 
World War, my counsel would be listened to by the young, impatient 
as many of them understandably are with a generation whose 
hands are regarded as stained with blood—a generation which, 
s0 if is said, evidenced in only too grizzly a form its own 
incompetence and its powerlessness to lead the nations into the 
pavhs of peace. My inclination would, therefore; be to avoid 
your questions, and to leave the shaping of the world’s destinies 
to the youth, though I might be compelled to point out, in 
strict accuracy, that the world, during these latter years, has 
actually been dominated very largely—only too largely—by Hitler 
and Mussolini. Nobody could say that these men were old when 
they seized power, or, more significant still, that the youth of their 
countries refused to follow their lead. However, L am in doubt 


whether I really have the right to refuse advice when it is asked in 
manifest good faith. 


Witt reluctance, therefore, and as a matter of obligation, I will 

endeavour, as best I can within the inexorable limitions of 
space, to answer your request. Should you, as a Jew, respond to 
the appeals to join the Territorial Force? . . . Well, now, there are 
certain things in the present situation which may, I think, be 
accepted as axiomatic. The first is the perilous condition of the 
worldto-day. Jeopardised by grievances and ambitions, and terrified 
by these present dangers, it is staggering blindly and impotently 
along, to it knows not what fate. The second is that under the 
wave of post-war pacifism that swept this country, and in the honest 
belief that war was only a remoie possibility, if a possibility at all, 
almost the last thing that young men, non-Jews as well as Jews, 
have thought about, has been the need to volunteer for the defence 
of the country. The Territorial Army, in particular, has been 
denuded of recruits. 


HAT, then, in the general conditions as they exist, ought you, 
asadew,todo’? lam going to lay down two propositions: 
(1) Britain will never fight an Imperialist war. It is afflicted by no 
land-hunger. It has no wish to add to its huge territories and 
responsibilities. Its only need—a vital and transcendent one—is 
to preserve the integrity and the peace of its existing possessions. 
(2) The only wars into which it could ever conceivably be forced 
would be a war in virtue of a pact to restrain aggression or a war 
into which it was drawn in fulfilment of its obligations as a member 
of the League of Nations. If, as | strongly believe, these two 
propositions are unchallengably true, then the refusal to join the 
Territorial Army—which would inevitably be called up for home 
service in the event of a conflict on the Continent of Europe—could be 
arguable on only two grounds: that it is wrong to take up arms, 
whatever the cause for which the war is waged; and that, in any 
case, it would be useless, as history proves. Let me examine these two 
arguments. I respect the honestly-held opinion that war is always 
morally wrong. Is that view justifiable? I have, from time to 
time, asked authorities on the question for their judgment, and 
have been assured that there is nothing in Jewish practice 
to support such a contention. The Jews of old did not 
hesitate to defend Jerusalem against the Roman _  coborts, 
They defended it desperately: the Maccabees fought for their 
hearths and homes, and what is more, they wers given permission 
to stand to their defence on the Sabbath day. When Naples 
was besieged, some 400 years ago, none of the inhabitants 
distinguished themselves more by their stubbornness and gallantry, 
than the Jews. Other similar cases could, I believe, be cited! The 
Jews of Palestine to-day are not defending themselves against the 
Arab onslaught. It isthe only case in modern times that I can recall 
of the practical application anywhere of the theory of non-defence. 
But I cannot think that Palestinian Jewry would not have sprung 
to arms if the British troops had not been on the spot! And as for 
a war in fulfilment of our duties under the League Covenant, even 
the British Labour Party does not oppose it! 


TOW, I would like to ask, would matters turn out if all the 
British youth stood aside in the event of attack and refused 

to help? Would the attackers stay the assault and fall down 
in an ecstacy of adoration before.them? Would they worship 
the British Empire, or would they rob if and rend it limb 
from limb? To-day liberty is under a thick cloud. The individual, 


-but that of Jewry in particular that is to-day in issue! Above 


we are told, no longer counts. Only recently, a British Statesman, 
_ Mr, Duff Cooper, warned us that over wide areas, “it is only the race 


that matters, and more than that, it is now preached in Europe that 
liberty is a false ideal and that obedience to will is the highest form 
of human activity.” Worst of all, “ it is preached far and wide that 
war itself is desirable and that the minds of youth should be 
impregnated with the principle that to fight one’s fellow human 
beings is men's nature, and that death on the battlefield must be 
our highest ambition.” Suppose that all attempts to carry out the 
imperious duty of consolidating European peace unhappily failed, 
and that subsequent developments brought war-to our doors. 
Could it be seriousty objected that non-resistance to assault, if 
it should come from quarters where the above-mentioned devilish 
doctrines prevail, would be a service to the peace ideal? And is not 
Mr. Duff Cooper right when he urges that such doctrines are “ the 
source of terrible dangers, and that if we allow them to triumph they 
will be a calamity for the world"? 


I COME to the second argument—that it is useless to take up arms 

in any cause, as history proves. let me say, incidentally, that 
that is not the view of the Socialist Premier of France, the Jew 
M. Blum, I have seen nothing in his declared programme about 
dismantling the French defences and disbanding the army, Nor 
has the Russian Soviet disarmed—on the contrary, it has armed 
continuously, and is now believed by some to be one of the 
strongest, if not the strongest, military Power in Europe. Even the 
programme, just announced, of the peace-loving Democratic Party 
of the United States for the coming Presidential election included 
these words: 

** We reaflirm our opposition to war as an instrument of national policy 
and declare that disputes between nations should be settled by peaceful 
means. We shall continue to observe true neutrality in the disputes of 
others ; /o be prepared resolutely to resist aggression against ourselves.” 
But—and this point is vital—does anybody argue that war is nob, 
as a final policy, useless? Surely, the argument is that the averting 
of aggression would be unavailing unless it were accompanied by 
determined steps to place peace on a firmer foundation—the founda- 
tion of collective security, as provided by a real League of Nations ? 
If there are young men, Jew or non-Jew, who honourably cling 
to the peace ideal, then their duty is to take up the task 
of creating such a League. Here is their true objective. If 
they distrust what they believe to be the hypocritical tongues, or 
the palsied arms, of the elders, let them themselves take the lead in 
the strengthening of the League. Let them copy the example of 
their forefathers, in the days of Ezra, who with one hand built the 
Temple at Jerusalem, but did not refrain from using the other to 
ward off attack ! 


AFTER aH, what are the duties of the Territorial Force? They 

are to defend the shores of this country. ‘In particular, they 
re to defend the country against a rain of bombs and poison gas 
from the air. Respect the peace-at-any-price enthusiast as I may, 
I cannot think there is anything admirable and morally right in 
refusing to protect one's kith and kin from suffocation and maiming. 
And, on purely Jewish grounds, would the Jewish people be happier 
in a world in which the liberty-hating despots would be givena 
free hand? Would their security be enhanced and their prospects 
improved in a world in which the sun of Britain had set—Britain, 
one of the truest friends the Jewish people has had in its long- 
drawn and tragic history? Indeed, it would not be going too far 
to say that it is not only the future of humanity in general 


all, there should be no mistake about one thing. The Jew has 
an undeniable duty to the country in which he lives. He holds 
his citizenship on the same terms as all his fellows. If he 
wishes to enjoy his legitimate rights, he must also shoulder his 
responsibilities, and one of the most vital of those responsibilities 
is to protect his country in its daily life. Any other course 
would be contemptible and would amount to a demand for a 
special position in the State—a demand which would be as 
monstrously unfair as it would 4) dangerous. If you or any 
other young Jew harbour anything of the kind—and I can hardly 
believe it—my advice is to dislodge it. Even now there are 
men busy with the allegation that the Jew is indifferent to the 
national interests. That charge is*false. But the surest way to 
demonstrate its falseness is to rally to the Territorial ranks or, if 
some of us are too old, to help the Territorial Movement by 
facilitating the training of the young, Jew or non-Jew, in camp—a 
call, be it noted, to Jewish employers. In conclusion, | would say 
to you, my young correspondent, I have endeavoured to answer your 
question. I would emphasise only that your own decision and that 
of your co-religionists, whether in the general or the specifically 


Jewish interest, brook no delay. The hour is critical for all of us. — 


The freedom of the world is in danger. Cackle about the sweets 
of liberty won't save it! Do your practical duty like men—and, 
I would with all my heart and soul add, like Jews!

JEW-BAITING IN HACKNEY 


Questions in Parliamept 
SIR JOHN SIMON HAS TAKEN STEPS 


In the House of Commons last week, Sir John Simon, Secretary 
of State for the Home Department, was asked by Mr. Watkins (Lab., 
Hackney Central) if he was aware that existing police action had failed 
to prevent the growth of Jew-baiting in Hackney; and what further 
action he intended to take. 

Sir John repled that, as he had already informed the House, 
special steps had already been taken by the police to deal with this 
matter. He was at present in consultation with the Commissioner 
on the question whether any further measures were necessary and 
could. be devised which would put a stop to incidents which everyone 
agreed could not be tolerated. 

Mr. Watkins: “Will the Minister bear in mind that, in spite of 
efforts 1nade by the police, the practice is growing, and deplorable 
incidents are of daily and mghtly oceurrence in Hackney?” Would it 
be possible for him to deal with the central organisation that inspires 
all this wretched activity. 

Sur John Sumon: “I think the Hon. Member knows I do not take 
this matter lightly at all. Very great attention is being paid to it 
both by the Commissioner and by myself, and I think the considera- 
tion now being given to it must be left to find its result. 

Mr. J. H. Hall (Lab., Whitechapel) : “Is the Minister aware that at 
a recent meeting of Stepney Borough Council a resolution was passed 
calling attention to the fact that the police in that district show a 
partiality towards Fascism and, as far as possible, allow them to do 
exactly as they like?” 

Sir John Simon: “No, I was not aware of that. If such a reso- 
lution as that was sent to me, I should have an arswer to it. We may 
feel very greatly disturbed about this question, but there is no 
justification for saying that the police are partial in the matter.” 

Mr. Gallacher (Comm., Fife, W.): “Is the Minister not aware that 
if police protection were withdrawn this organisation would peter 
out completely ?” 

Sir John Simon: “I think the Hon. Member will appreciate that 
if police protection in this matter was completely withdrawn, there 
might be a mot, and Fam sure he does not desire that.” 


FASCIST DISORDERS IN THE EAST END 


Action of Stepney Borough Council 
POLICE PARTIALITY AGAIN ALLEGED 


. Further allegations that the police favoured Fascists in the East 
End were made last week. The occasion was a meeting of the Stepney 
Borough Council. Alderman J. Pritchard said the police must protect 
all citizens from insult, whatever their religion. He moved the 
following resolutions, which were carried : 

“1. That this Council views with grave disquiet the growing 
disorder in the Borough, consequent upon provocation by Fascist 
demonstrations and open-air meetings, and is of opinion that sufficient 
measures are not being taken by the police authorities in the Borough 
to protect the rights of all citizens in the Borough.” 

“2. That the Council further feels that, in the light of all the 
information available, the Councils of the East London boroughs 
should be requested to ask the Home Secretary to receive a joint 
deputation on the matter.” )

NEED FOR JEWISH DEFENCE 


Councillor D. Frankel, M.P. for Mile End, said he had been told 
by the Home Office that it was ready to listen to any suggestion within 
the law. During the last four or five weeks, disorder had increased 
tenfold in the Borough. There had been a tremendous growth of 
Fascist activity, which used the almost dead and worn-out prejudice 
of twenty or thirty years ago. 

Councillor I. Vogler said there was abundant evidence to show 
that in East London Fascists had been guilty of provocative conduct. 
They had been permitted by the police to go into ig aaa Street and 
hurl insults at stall-holders who happened to be Jews. 

Councillor J. J. Long said that at a Fascist meeting the police 
protected the speakers and kept back the crowd, but at an anti-Fascist 
meeting everyone was allowed to ging songs and shout. 


Walthamstow Calls for Enquiry 
Police Action Impugn:d 


A petition from more than 200 remdents of Walthamstow and a 
number of statements alleging that mounted police rode on to the 
pavement without any provocation and injured a child at a recent 
Fascist meeting at Leucha Road, came before the Walthamstow 
Borough Council last week. 

After a long discussion the Council passed a resolution calling on 
“the responsible authorities to take immediate and effective steps to 
prevent a recurrence of such incidents,” asking the Mayor to bring 
the circumstances to the notice of the Home Office and calling for an 
official inquiry into the conduct of the police. It was also decided to 
send the facts to the local M.P.s. 

It was stated that Jews were baited by the Fascist speakers, and 
that people took offence. Although they were very provocative in 
their speeches the police had protected the Blackshirts. 


Fasc st Violence at Walthamstow 


At the Stratford Police Court last week, Sydney Aylott, 26, a 
motor driver, of 97, Powerscroft Road, Clapton, was charged with 
insulting behaviour at Leucha Road, Walthamstow. He pleaded not 
guilty. Inspector Layfield said that on the previous Saturday night 
about 600 people assembled at the street corner where the Bntish 
Union of Fascists was holding a meeting. A section of the crowd 
became unruly and began to “boo,” and it was necessary for the police 
to intervene. Then the prisoner, who was a member of the Fascists, 
left their ranks and ran into the crowd with his head down, swinging 
his arms and hitting out indiscriminately. When the Inspector arrested 
him, he was still violent, and it was only with assistance that he was 
put in the police van and taken into custody. The prisoner alleged 
that he was struck by a “tall man” and only hit out in self-defence. 
The Chairman (Mr. T. Philpot): “It is much too hot now to hold 
political meetings. Wait till the winter comes. Pay a fine of 20s.” 


VLE LIES AT FASCIST MEETING 


Deliberate Attempt to Stir Up Hatred 


STREICHER’S DISCIPLES IN STEPNEY 

A Fascist open-air meeting was held on Wednesday evening in 
Duckett Street, Stepney, near Ben Johnson Road. It had been under- 
stood that such a meeting was to be held in Watney Street, but a 
very large anti-Fascist demonstration was held in that district, and 
further along there was a meeting of the National Unemployed 
Workers’ Movement. Two van-loads of Fascists passed along Watney 
Street, distributing leaflets announcing the meeting in Duckett Street. 
Apart from the Blackshirts in the vans (about twenty to thirty), there 
were a number of supporters of the Fascist movement who had come 
into the district for the purpose of the meeting. 

Both the speakers poured out a tirade of anti-Jewish invective, 
typical examples being: “Rats and vermin from the gutters of 
Whitechapel”; “Jews are the biggest owners of prostitutes in the 
West End”; “Jews stole your jobs and houses while you were fighting 
in the War”; “Ridley Road Market, which was established for 
ex-Servicanen, has been pinched by the Jews. There are only two 
ex-Servicemen there now, sweeping up the muck left by the dirty 
Jews.” There was a continual stream of interruptions from Jews and 
non-Jews in the crowd; and at one point the speaker said that if one 
remy heckled him any more he would “invite the police to remove 
um.” 

The speakers were frequently applauded by a large number of 
children present. Despite the scurrilous and inflammatory nature of 


the speeches, there was no trouble. A large number of police, including 
mounted men, was present. 


AN important anti-Fascist demonstration is being planned for 


Victoria Park next Sunday week. M.P.s and Mayors will be among the 
speakers.

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“ Base Political Aims’”’ 
Bishop of Stepney on Violence Against Jews 


Speaking at a special Service in connection with the East London 
Church Fund at 5t. Paul's Cathedral last week, the Bishop of Stepney 
said: “I understand that: in some parishes Jews outnumber your 
Church members. We must be careful to keep them within the circle of 
our fnendship, as they, too, are sons of God. I am told that in many 
parishes are certain movements to stir up hatred and violeate against 
the Jews. Christian men can have nothing to do with such a move- 
ment, except to stand firm as a body against the thoughtless and 
dangerous young men who, for their own base political ends, would stir 
up hatred and violence and exploit the Jew. It is the very essence of 
our Church that a man, be he Jew or Gentile, may not be exploited, 
because he is a son of God. It may be that our faith in our religion 
is going to be tested, so stand firm and show the spirit of Christ to 
the Jew.” 


Street Fighting at Manchester 
Mosléy Besieged in Town Hall 


Outside Hulme Town Hall, Manchester, on Sunday, at the end of a 
Fascist meeting, addressed by Sir Oswald Mosley, attermpts were made 
to overturn Fascist vans and to set them on fire. Hand-to-hand fight- 
ing took place and a police officer was struck on the face with a glass. 
One man was taken to hospital. 

The meeting itself had passed off quietly, but when Sir Oswald 
Mosley left the hall a booing crowd pf two or three thousand rushed 
round hus car. The police and his Se nee managed to clear the 
way, and he went to a Fascist club in Tomlinson Street. While he was 
inside, the crowd smashed some of the windows. and a Fascist flag was 
torn down. Two Fascist-protected vans drew up outside the hall and 
the crowd broke through the police cordon, swarmed round the vans, 
tried to overturn them, and threw lighted matches into them. When 
the Blackshirts came out from the club thev were beaten back, and 
three attempts to open the van doors failed. After several struggles 
the vans managed to get away. Sir Oswald's car was stoned as it stood 
outside the club, and when he left, the crowd made an unsuccessful 
attempt to stop it. Later, all the windows of the club were smashed. 
Fight arrests were made. 


An English Streicher 
Fascist Speaker's Foul Allegation 


We are informed that at a Fascist demonstration at Platt Fields 
Park, Manchester, last week, a Blackshirt speaker gave the following 
three causes of the Palestine riots :

“3. The Jewish workmen are undercutting at lower wages so as 
te pinch the jobs of the poor Arab workers.” 

These allegation were reported to the Chairman of the Parks’ 
Committee on the ground that they constituted a slander and were 
calculated to provoke a breach of the peace. A reply was received 
from the Town Clerk that : “ The matters therein referred to appear to 
he within the province of the Chief Constable, who is, I am told, 
informed of the position.”

London youth societies could 
do much to help such bedies as the Central Lecture Committee. 
Debates and joint meetings with non-Jewish youth bodies would help 
to make English young men and women appreciate the Jewish position, 
and would foster amicable relations between their members.

Well-Known Editor's Services Rejected 
HIS HINT AS TO THE FUTURE 


From Mr. MARK GOULDEN 
To the Editor of Tae Jew1su 


Sir,—One cannot resist the feeling that the procrastination of the 
Board of Deputies is by no means the only matter for regret in the 
genesis of latter-day anti-Semitism im this country. It 1s lamentably 
true that “2nti! the present exacerbation of Jew-baiting in the East 
End, there were a great many Jews who refused to believe anything 
of the sort existed, or was ever likely to materialise, here. 1 write 
from a somewhat bitter expenence. 

The present writer was one of the first journalists in Britain to call 
attentiom to the threat to World Jewry which Hitler's impending nse to 
power constituted. I gave a lead to all other newspapers in revealing 
the truth about the hooligans who were about to capture the Rerch. 
That was at a time when few in this country knew whether the word 
Nazi was the title of a new fox-trot or the name of an epidemic. I was 
privileged to render some small assistance to a man who, at that time, 
seemed to be one of the few Jews I had met who had reahsed the 
gravity of the situation, and who tned to propound the only practical 
method of combating the menace. I refer to a man named Webber, 
who fought a lone battle against Hitlerism and the indifference of 
his own people. Time has handsomely justified his preamence, though 
1t has forgotten his endeavour. 

Not less discouraging was the abortive effort of a few gentlemen 
who, along with the wnter, tned to torm the nucleus of a vigilance 
committee which would keep a watchful eye on any attempt to spread 
the poison of Nazism in this country, and to have im readimess plans to 
stifle it at its onset. We took the wew that although there was then 
no mmmediate danger, that was the appropriate time to prepare for 
eventualities. | fesr we were considered alarnusts by the many 
influential fellow-Jews we sought to interest im our scheme, and they 
merely subscribed the emtaph: “ It can't happen here,” on our efforts. 

Two years ago I spoke at a Jewish gathering at the Carlton Hotel, 
and your journal reported me as saying: “It would be monumental 
ignorance to pretend that the monster of anti-Senutism was not 
already attempting to rear its loathsome head along the by-ways of 
English social life and it is incumbent on the leaders of British Jewry 
to recognise the peril withuyx our own gates.” The many “ notables” 
present felt a rather Proce tae note had been struck m an otherwise 
very congenial gathering. 

Some months ago, when the Deputies were discussing the forma- 
tion of a Press Committee, I wrote to the President offering 
voluntarily to place at the disposal of the Board such time, knowledge 
and influence as I might possess. It was not unreasonable to assume 
that as a newspaperman of twenty-five years’ experience, and perhaps 
the only professing Jew editing a national newspaper,* I might have 
contributed something useful to a body which was endeavouring to 
contact the Press of the country. I received a formal note acknowledg- 
ing my letter and there the matter ended. 

Through the columns of your journal I have been able to follow 
the inactivities of the Committee. It seems that the shekel 1s nughtier 
than the pen! A plaintive wail for funds ts the only mouse which 
this mountain has so far produced. One cannot help concluding that 
the vacillation of the Deputies must be attributable, not so much to 
the lack of funds, as to the exiguity of its ideas for copmg with the 
whole problem. And this is the more deplorable since there ts, very 
definitely and palpably, a means whereby a considerable ameloration 
ol the grave situation could be speedily aclueved, without, I may add, 
the need of substantual funds. 

It would be impolitic to state it here and one can only hope that 
because it is so elementary a course to take, the Press Cormmuttee-in 
the plenitude of its ultimate strength will take it. This only would I 
say in conclusion : it is within the power of those who would suffer most 
by the ravages of the anti-Semitic plague to supply an effective 
antidote to the virus. They are already three years late,—in another 
three years they may be too late.

INADEQUATE SUGGESTIONS FOR DEFENCE 


Jews Must Not be Isolated 
A CAMBRIDGE APPEAL FOR ANTI-FASCIST UNITY 


I would venture to suggest that the methods of defence so far 
discussed in your columns are inadequate in two grave respects. 
First, many of them may well provide some superficial excuse 
for the anti-Semitic Fascist policies: they seem to involve isolating 
the Jews as the main, independent enemies of Fascism. Secondly, 
Fascism’s appeal is emotional, not intellectual. Piece.neal refutations 
of individual lies would influence but a minute proportion of the public 
Mosley’s mass propaganda affects. One might produce an impregnable 
array of statistics to refute the obscene calumnies of the Fascist propa- 
gandists : but they would hardly stem the overwhelming tide of 
reiterated untruths upon which, say, Streicher’s influence depends. 
Part of Hitler’s originality consists in having developed an empirical 
grasp of mob psychology to the level of a science of propaganda—and 
Mosley appears to be learning the technique. Now I am not denying 
the value of the methods of “ intellectual ” defence so far elaborated in 
your journal: I am suggesting that their influence might be consider- 
ably extended, and the danger of Jewish isolation avoided. 
"The slightest acquaintance with the German situation demon- 
strates that Jews are not the only, though possibly the greatest, 
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sufferers from Fascist brutality; and if such divergent groups as 
Catholics, Protestants, Quakers, Democrats, Pacifists, Internationalists, 
Intellectuals, Socialists of every type and the vast numbers of Trade 
Unionists have suffered in common from the triumph of Fascism, 
surely they will be prepared—as many of them are showmg—to act in 
common to prevent a repetition of that calamity here? At least, 1t 1s 
surely the duty of Jewish anti-Fascists to take steps in their vanous 
districts to reach joint action against Fascism with any groups—and 
there are many—that will be prepared to co-operate? 

The sort of actions I envisage are numerous and might vary with 
the locality concerned. But any realistic approach to the Fascist 
danger would imply, where possible, a demand that no public halls be 
loaned to the Blackshirts or that, if meetings do take place, the 
stewarding be performed by the police. It would imply, where neces- 
sary, legal action against any Fascist speakers, who, as seems to be 
their decided policy, deliberately endeavour to provoke their 
audience to a breach of the peace. It would imply, too, a demand for 
public investigation into those sections of the police forces whose 
impartiality has been openly questioned in the House of Commons and 
on local councils. The whole issue of private armies might be 
profitably ventilated—Paiuir Harris, Trinity Hall, Cambridge.

A Call for Extension of its Funct:ons 

In reply to the Rev. Mr. Perlzweig’s letter in last week's JEwisH 
A‘HRONICLE, may I point out that in my remarks about the Central 
Lecture Committee I intended no disparagement of the work of that 
body. On the contrary, to have achieved ninety-seven lectures in 
six months, with only the niggardly seun of £50 to cover all expenses, 
denotes an organising ability on the part of the Rev. Mr. Perlzweig and 
his Committee which is deserving of the highest praise and admiration. 
By questioning the activities of the C.L.C., however, I meant: what 
is it doing in reference to the great need of combating the scurrilous 
attacks upon our people, which seem to be growing daily in virulence 
and intensity? Academic lectures are all very well m their way. But 
what is needed is an intensive and continvous propaganda amongst 
the people, so as to pygxent the canker of anti-Semitism from spreading 
too widely in this, almost the only country where the Jew has up to 
now been allowed to live in peace and freedom. 

Expense’? Could any expense be too great when it is a question of 
fighting this hydra-headed monster which seeks our destruction. I read 
that a surn of £9,000 had been raised at a single function in Cricklewood 
for the German refugees. Will anyone tell me that the need for fighting 
the menace threatening us in this country is less urgent? I venture 
to maintain that if more money was spent in defence against our 
detractors in the countries where we live, the refugee problem would 
never have attained its present proportions.—S. Davis, 79, Ruislip 
Road, Greenford, Middlesex. 


The Example of France 
Join the People’s Front! 


Even in the somewhat unlikely event of the Deputies setting up an 
organisation to reply to anti-Jewish propaganda we shall only have 
made a beginning. We must definitely ally ourselves with those other 
sections of the British people already fighting Fascism, with the 
ultimate object of securing a great People’s Front, composed of all 
progressive and liberal minded persons and led by the Labour Party. 

The objection will, of course, be raised that this would lend colour 
to Mosley’s assertion that Judaism and Sociahsm are one. But we must 
realise that he will say this m any case and surely we are not concerned 
prinaniy with seeing who can make the best pomts in a debate. We 
are engaged in what may well become just such a hfe and death 
struggle for our people as exists to-day in Germany. We must choose 
the best available means for our defence; we must see to it that the 
Government alters its policy of lending tacit support to Fascism. Does 
anyone beheve a single Fascist meeting’ held without police 
protection’? Is there anyone who does not know that at Mosley’s 
Albert Hall meeting, at Victoria Park, at Gordon Road, in Stoke 
Newington, at places too numerous te mention, police activities have 
been directed against anyone opposing Fascism ! 

Therefore, I submit that the only real solution to the problem is 
to note the example of France and Spain and give our support to 
building a movement which can crush Fascism once and for all.—

ANTI-SEMITISM IN ENGLAND 


Nazis Congratulate Imperial Fascists 
LANGUAGE ALMOST THE SAME AS “STUERMER’S” 


In spite of rumours that Streicher’s disgusting SrueRMeR had 
been bought or closed down or toned down, it continues its gloating 
course of anti-Jewish denunciation, regardless of truth or decency. 

Number 25 (1936) alleges that it is a “favourite procedure of the 
Jews to commit mean and contemptible acts against themselves,” and 
to accuse Nazis of doing them, thus inciting the well-disposed non- 
Jew to oppose anti-Semitism. “He does not- know that the Jew 
himself is the Synagogue-befouler, and that he gloats to himself when 


he hears of the ‘success’ his nocturnal deed has had in the mind of > 


the ‘stupid Goy!’” On page 8 is an attack on Georges Mandel, the 
former French-Jewish Minister of Posts and Telegraphs, who is accused 
of conspiring to bring about a European war. 

On page 6 of the Strvermer Number 26, we read that “Dark forces 
are seeking to-day to put the nation to sleep once more,” in a letter 
attacking a pastor who declared in a sermon in Bremen that the “fight 
against Judah must cease, for the Jews are God's chosen peopie.” 
What makes matters worse, says the letter, is that the pastor wore a 
Nazi badge. <A feature of the issue is an article covering two-thirds 
of a page in praise of the “Anti-Jewish Movement in England.” 


-“Anti-Jewish propaganda is everywhere increasingly growing in 


strength,” it is declared. “Placards and ‘sticky-backs’ are to be seen 
in the towns and villages imparting enlightenment on the Jewish 
question.” (Then follow reproductions of leaflets alleged to have been 
issued by the Imperial Fascist League.) “The language of these 
placards and bills is clear and unmistakable. There are in England 
so-called delicately-strung minds which are outraged by the STvuERMER, 
and find its language horrible. But the English anti-Semites write in 
the same terms. Their language is almost the same as that of the 
StverMer.” At the foot of the page is a new slogan coined by 
Streicher : “The League of Nations of the future is a League of Nations 
against the Jews.” 


THE NAZIS AND M. LEON BLUM 
Change of Attitude 


The speech on French foreign policy delivered by the Jewish 
prenner, M. Léon Blum, in the French Senate has been greeted with 
great satisfaction by the Nazi Press, including even the VOELKISCHER 
BEoBACHTER and the AnGrirr. The Press expresses the hope that 
Léon Blum may prove the strong man capable of bringing about an 
understanding between France and Germany. This time, in singing 
the praises of Bhim, the Press has forgotten all its previous attacks on 
the Jewish leader of the French Socialists. It does not even mention 
the fact that he is a Jew. 

It is also worth mentioning that in the circles of the German 
Foreign Office an opimon has been expressed that an understanding 
between Germany and France brought about by M. Blum would also 
have a very beneficial effect on the treatment of Jews in Germany. 
Jewish circles in Germany are naturally pleased with the reception 
accorded to M. Blum’s speech in the Nazi Press, and the hope is 
expressed that M. Blum may indeed prove instrumental in changing 


the Nazi views on Jewish Statesmanship and the influence of Jews 
In international politics.

ARE THE SUPREME 
OF HAVANA 
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THE SPIRIT OF HEIDELBERG 
No Longer Eternal 


Visttors to the 550th anniversary celebrations at Heidelberg 
University last week-end missed the famous inscription, “To the 
Eternal Spirit,” over the entrance to the University. The space was 
covered up, but when the foreign visitors have gone, it will be 
uncovered to reveal the new inscription, “To the German Spirit.” The 
original words were insenbed at the suggestion of a Jew, Professor 
Gundolf, an authority on Shakespeare and Goethe. 


“Uncle Adolf Has a Long Tongue” 


A Jew, Herr Ilfelder, of Elberfeld, was denounced to the police 
by his servant for having said that “ Uncle Adolf had a long tongue.” 
He brought evidence before the Court, at Diisseldorf, to prove that 
he had an uncle named Adolf who spoke too much and that he only 
referred to lus uncle. The Court, however, took the word of his 
“Aryan” servant that his remark concerned Hitlt@r, and he was there- 
fore sentenced to tmprisonment for nine months. 


More Suicides 


The appearance of the police at the house of a Jew, Adolf Wolf, 
aged seventy, in Untertiirkhem, to arrest him on a charge of 
Rassenschande, has led to lus swoade. While the police were search- 
ing the house and examimng his documents, he turned on a gas pipe 
and killed himself. 

German Jewry has also learned with great regret of the suicide in 
Frankfort of the well-known Jewish merchant, Herr Eliel. He was at 
one time one of the nchest Jews in Germany, and was a partner of the 
famous Tietz multiple stores. 


“ Aryanising” the Law 


Professor Karl Schmitt, the organiser of the Conference of German 
Law Professors, wluch will be held m the autumn, is actively pre- 
paring plans for the complete elumnation of Jewish influence from 
German law. The Conference, 1n accordance with his plans, will 
completely ban all law books in which any Jewish influence can be 
traced. It is also proposed to acquaint the German law students with 
the Jewish views on law by offermg them translations of the Shulchan 
Aruch and the Talmud, in order to enable them to be on their guard 
against Jewish aspects of law. 


Streicher Again 


~ ulus Streicher dehvered a violently anti-Jewish speech at the 
annual celebration of Franconian Day in Nuremberg. He expressed 
his ¢onviction that one day all countries would follow the course 
adopted by Nazi Germany and oust Jewish influence from their mudst. 
He also declared that Germany would continue its policy of liberation 
from Jewish influence. 


GERMAN NEWS ITEMS 


In Wiesbaden, the Jewish Conununity has opened a school for the 
Jewish children in accordance with the Government order directing 
that Jews should leave the general schools and segregate im schools of 
their own. 


Ix Wurzburg, the Nazi leader, Dr. Stoessel, has appealed to 
German women to, beycott all Jewish concerns. 


Sir AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN has addressed an urgent appeal to the 
readers of the DatLy on behalf of non-Aryan ” Christian 
refugees, whose fate is doubly precanous because they have no 
orgamsation to help them. 

In Bremen, an “Aryan” has been sentenced to imprisonment for 
six months for making false charges against his Jewish landlady. 

Tue Jew who was last April sentenced to six months’ unprison- 
ment for wearing brown trousers has appealed against his sentence, 
and the court has rejected the appeal. 

Dr. Gross, head of the Racial Department of the Nazi Party, 
has delivered a speech in which he declared that the racial laws of the 
Reich are nov directed against any eountry or people except the Jews, 
Dr. Gross’s speech, made before foreign students in Berlin, is taken 
as a gesture to allay the anger of Egyptians, Persians and others 
which has recently been aroused by reports that the Nuremberg laws 
apply to them also. | 

A New decree, issued by the Reich Minister of Education, Dr. 
Bernhard Rust, provides for the establishment of a two-year training 
eccurse in racial biology and Nazi science for teachers at schools for 
the blind and for the deaf and dumb. 

Tue National Socialist Union of Legal Executors. has received its 
new statutes, according to which membership is barred to anyone 
who cannot prove that he has at least “seventy-five per cent. of 
German, or German-related blood.” 

THe Waldenburg Court has sentenced an “Aryan ” to six months’ 
imprisonment for blackmailing three Jewish fanulies with threats to 
“report them” unless they each gave him 20-marks. 

THe Bavanan Jewish Community of Harburg has been dissolved 
because its membership had dwindled to five. A farewell ceremony 
was held in the old Harburg Synagogue, which dates back to 1754. 
Former members of the Community journeyed back to the town to 
participate in the last Service. : 

In Bielefeld, a Jew, Osear Weisbraun, has been sent to prison for 
four months for criticising the Nuremberg laws. 

Tue Breslau Jewish Community has purchased a large site near 
the city to serve as a summer resort for local Jews.

ANGLO-JEWRY'S SPLENDID EFFORTS 

At a meeting held under the auspices of the League of Nations Union, 
at Rhodes House, Oxford, last week, Mr. C. A. Macartney, of the Intelh- 
gence Department of the Union, said that the problem of the refugees was 
as bad as ever and called urgently for international organisation. The 
one thing that must be remembered, he said, was that the country which 
expelled the refugees was always the poorer, and the one which received 
them was always thereby ncher. 

Mrs.Ormerod, a member of the Society of Frends’ Relief Committee, 
said that it was not only the Jews who were being driven out of Germany, 
but also Catholics, Pacifists, Socialists and Internationalists. More than 
half the Jewish population in Germany to-day, she said, was unemployed 
and was being kept by the other half and by the Jewish Communities 
outside Germany. ‘* British Jewry,’’ she declared, ‘* has been splendid, 
not only in helping Jewish refugees, but also non-Jewish refugees.”’ 


Holidays for German-Jewish Children in England 


The Jewish ex-Servicemfn's Legion is arranging for a number of 
children of members of the German Jewish ex-Soldiers’ Organisation to 
spend a holiday in England either in camps with English Jewish children 
or in Jewish homes here. It is hoped to bring over altogether about 
eighty children, and all of them will stay for one month. The first party 
is due to arrive here on Sunday evening. 


King George Memorial Fund 


Among recent donations to the Fund were £2 1s. saved out of their 
pocket money by inmates of the Home for Aged Jews, Wandsworth; and 
ten shillings from a German Yewish refugee, part of bis first salary 
received in Englapd, 


Home for Jewish Incurables 


At the Annual Meeting of the North-West London Aid Society, reported 
in our last issue, Miss Millie Isaacs stated that owing to a clerical error 
in the Annual Report no mention had been made of the valuable efforts 
of Mrs. 5.

WEEK ARAB DISORDERS 


Crime Campaign Goes On 


JEWS STILL DENIED ADEQUATE SELF-DEFENCE 


In a powerful and dignified manifesto to Jews throughout the world 
printed in full on the next page—the Zionist Executive in Palestine 
has summarised the present situation in that country. 

The dastardly and cowardly Arab crime campaign continues te add 
to its toll of victims. The Administration still pursues a flabby policy. 
This is evidenced by its allowing the publication of statements and articles 
calculated to encourage inter-racial hatred and to stir up lawlessness; 
by its acceptance of the riot leaders’ pretences that they have no longer 
any influence over the malefactors; and by its continued refusal to strike 
at the financial and political source of the disorders, those well-known 
Arab leaders who are the supreme organisers of discontent. 

Law-abiding Arabs are being openly blackmailed to support the 
terrorist campaign. in general, the Administration’s measures are dealirig 
with the front-line terrorists, while making no attempt to scotch the 
activities of those highly-placed persons who are really responsible, and 
whose prestige is still maintained by Government recognition. 


Another Jewish victim was claimed on Tuesday mght, when 
Itzak Glazer was killed at Hedera during an attack. Glazer, who 
was a watchman of the colony, went out with a military patrol to 
investigate on hearing shots, was hit by a bullet and died immediately. 
He was a chauffeur, thirty-two years of age, born in Palestine. It 1s 
believed that the attackers escaped to a neighbouring Arab village. 

According to PaLcor, sixty-four Arab terrorists have been killed 
by troops in the course of military operations against the gangs. 

Haim Golovitzki was shot at while milking a cow in a barn in the 
settlement of Attaroth last week, and died after a few minutes. An 
attack was made on the settlement in the evening from the Arab 
village of Kalendia, and Golovitzki was shot at from all sides. 
He was forty years of age, had settled in Palestine for fifteen years 
and was one of the founders of the Moshav Attaroth. Watchmen and 
police returned the fire and succeeded in repulsing the attackers. 
Police dogs have tracked the murderer to Cofe, an Arab village 
in the neighbourhood, where an Arab in possession of arms has been 
arrested. The police have warned the inhabitants of the village that 
they must surrender the murderer. 

The first judgment based on the new emergency regulations was 
passed in the Jerusalem Court last Friday. An Arab who had been 
found in possession of.a rifle and ammunition was sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment. The judge stated that sinee this was the first 
ease and the Arab had confessed, he was not imposing the full 
penalty, which is imprisonment for life. 


The Jaffa District Court have sentenced an Arab to five years’ 
hard labour for setting fire to a Jewish house in Jaffa. 


An attack on the Kallia settlement, near the Dead Sea, was 
beaten off by the Transjordan Frontier Force, which replied to the 
Arab fire with Lewis guns. The Arabs, however, managed to escape 
to the hills. 


Following a pitched battle between Arabs and troops at Hebron 
on Saturday evening, the Government imposed curfew in the Hebron 
municipal area, and also a thousand metres beyond it on either side, 
on the Jerusalem-Beersheba road. 


A lorry driven by a Jewish driver, and containing four soldiers 
and a group of Arab linesmen, was on its way to repair telephone 
wires last Friday, when it was attacked by an armed gang of Arabs 
half-way between Jerusalem and Nablus. At a signal from the hills, 


the Arab workers escaped before the brigands opened fire. Two 
soldiers were wounded. 


The mechanised 8th Hussars arrived from Cairo on Monday. 


They have taken up their quarters alongside the Bethlehem road on 
the outskirts of Jerusalem. 


Mr. H. M. Foot, Assistant District Commissioner of the Nablus 
district, declared at a meeting of villagers near Jenin that neither 
the High Commissioner nor the Colonial Secretary can stop or increase 
immigration. * The decision on this questions rests with the Royal 
Commission alone. ~He added that the Government is able to muster 
sufficient forces to quell any disturbances, and no action will be taken 
until law and order are restored and the Royal Commission arrives. 


A Mr. Reinhardt, who was fired on in a grove in Petah Tikvah 


when he offered water to-an Arab, has.identified his assailant, who . 


will be brought up for trial. 


An official communiqué issued on Monday reports that after 
shooting at Beisan the previous night, when three British constables 
were wounded, a collective fine of £300 Was imposed on the town. 


The Chief Rabbinate have conveyed their condolence to the 
Commander of the British forces in connection with the death of 
British soldiers who “fell while guarding the peace in the Land of 
Peace.” 

A large Arab school in Jaffa, which was under construction by. 
the Government, the contract for which had been undertaken by 
Histadruth, with Arabs and Jews working on an equal basis, was 
set on fire on Saturday night, considerable damage being caused. 
Work on the building had been stopped for ten weeks owing to the 
disturbances. 


The Lydda Train Wreck 
£P5,000 FINE LEVIED 


Brigands fired at a train, which was derailed north of Lydda, aiter 
midnight last Friday. The engine overturned, and the Arab engine 
driver, the fireman and a soldier were killed. Two other soldiers were 
injured, 

The train was running empty towards Lydda, with an escort of 
the Cheshires, when it was discovered that five miles north of Lydda 
inarauders had removed two rails above a culvert, causing the engine to 
drop ten feet and two coaches to be derailed. The marauders began 
tiring on the wrecked train, and the escort replied. When help came 
from Lydda, the assailants withdrew, leaving one casualty. 

The town of Lydda was punished for its share in the train wreck, 
as well as for its share in many attacks on the railways in recent weeks. 
Troops searched the town on Saturday and arrested five men found to 
be in possession of arms and ammunition. The house of a notorious 
agitator was demolished under the Emergency Regulations, and a 
collective fine of £P5,000 was levied on the town. A curfew was 
imposed on Friday night, and when a crowd resisted the order the 
police made a baton charge and arrested twenty-six rioters. 


Mufti Refuses to Pay 


A delegation of Arabs from Lydd. paid a visit to the Mufti on 
Monday, demanding that the Arab Sugreme Committee pay the 
collective fine of £5,000 imposed on Lydda, owing to its inhabitants 
taking an active part in recent outrages. The Mufti, however, said 
that he could not meet their demand owing to lack of means. 

The delegation demanded that the Mufti should pay the fine 
from the funds gathered in India for the establishment of an Arab 
university. They were, however, told that most of the money was 
spent to cover the travelling expenses of members of the Arab 
Supreme Committee. 

According to the Hebrew press, the dissensions between the 
Mufti and the Nashashibi factions are increasing daily. The 
adherents of the Nashashibi faction, the press reports, are demand- 
ing. that the Mufti and Dr. Khalidi, Mayor of Jerusalem, should 
formally join the Arab strike. 

Dr. Khalidi is alleged to have replied, however, that it was 
impossible for him to join the strike, because the Jews were prepared 
to take over the Municipality. He is also reported-to have indicated 
the danger shown by the fate of the Haifa Municipality, whose 
members were recently nominated by the Government irc place of 
the former Arab members who had joined the strike. 


An Answer to Arab Allegations 
LUNCH-HOUR ADDRESS 


Mr. Israel Cohen, the Secretary of the Zionist Organisation, 
efiectively replied to the arguments of the Arabs at a luncheon-hour 
meeting at Friends House, Euston Road, N.W., on Tuesday. (Mr. 
Emile A. Ghory put the Arab case last week.) 


In the first part of his address, Mr. Cohen said that Jews had the 


right to establish in Palestine their National Home, and they based 


that their :historic connection’ with that country... The 


progress that had been made in Palestine during the last sixteen or 
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seventeen years by the Jewish people under the Mandatory regime, 


had been far greater than during the preceding 1,800 years. 

Early in 1919, said. Mr. Cohen, an agreement was entered into 
between King Feisal and Dr. Weizmann—an agreement which clearly 
implied that the Arabs expected that Palestine would be excluded from 
those territories that were going to be given independence. A couple 
of months later, Fetsal wrote a letter to a member of the Zionist delega- 
tion in which he expressed sympathy with the Zionist aspirations and 
said he regarded them as moderate and proper, and added that he 
would welcome the. Jews. back.te Palestine. The only promise made to 
the Arabs of Palestine was that nothing would be done in connection 
with the establishment of the Jewish National Home that would in 
any way prejudice the civil and religious rights of the 
Jewish communities in that country. 
and faithfully observed. 


lhat promise had been fulls 


Mr. Cohen informed his audience that the Arab population in 
Palestine had, since the end of the War, increased by more than fifts 
per cent., and the increase had been most marked in those verv districts 
in which Jewish settlement was most intensive. Since 1919. the 
amount of land that had been acquired by Jews in Palestine was not 
appreciably more than the amount of land the Jews had already had in 
that country before the War. If Jews were to continue to buy land in 
Palestine at the average rate of the last fifteen vears—something like 
11,000 acres per annum—it would take at least 100 vears before the 
would have bought up even a half of the cultivatable land insPalestine. 

They maintamed that it was possible ior Jews and Arabs to work 
in friendly co-operation in that country. They also maintained that 
the Jewish settlement would not prejudicially affect, even in the least 
degree, Arab culture, and they maintained also that it would not 
interfere even in the slightest degree with the practice and pursuit of 
Moslem religious and cultural aspirations. They had not the least 
desire to dominate over others, nor did they wish to be dominated by 
others. They had learnt too well the lesson of mutual tolerance, and 11 
was this lesson that they also wished to see transplanted to the land 
of Palestine. That land was necessary for them not merely for the 
preservation of their national life, but also to serve as a land of refuge 
to hundreds of thousands of Jews from Eastern and Centra! Kurope. 


Mr. Cohen replied to a number of questions. 


Arab Committee's Truculent Communique 
TRANSPARENT ARGUMENTS AND PRETENCES 


The Arab Higher Committee published in the Arab press on 
Sunday, over the Mafti's signature, their reply to Mr. Ormsby-Gore's 
statement in Parliament. 

They express regret that the Colonial Secretary gave no indica 
tion of any change of policy in regard to the present political 
situation. The Arabs do not believe, they say, that a Royal Com- 
mission would interest itself in all their grievances. Although 
promises are made, they are of no use, because Great Britain has 
not carried out any of the promises made after the War. The 
condition made by Mr. Ormsby-Gore that any changes suggested by 
the Royal Commission would be carried out only if they are in 
agreement with the present Administration, is very unsr.tisfactory. 

By way of dodging responsibility, the Higher Committee points 
out that it is unable to exercise any influence over the Arab people 
under the present circumstances, pretending that they are unable 
to do anything against the will of the masses. They emphatically 
repudiate the restraint of the Jews, and even trot out the absurd 
allegations that Jews began the attacks against the Arabs in Tel- 
Aviv, in the colonies and in Jaffa. They speak of the impossibility 
of the Arab peoplé living together peacefully in Palestine in agree- 
ment with the Jews while the poticy of the National Home remains. 
Finally, they repeat the Arab demands for the complete cessation 
of Jewish immigration and the sale of land to Jews, and demand the 
establishment of a national Government. 


High Commissioner at Affula 
JEWISH WATCHMEN TO BE INCREASED 


The High Commissioner arrived by plane at Affula last week, 
where he was met by Mr. Gordon and representatives of the settle- 
ments in the district. A memorandum was presented on behalf of the 
district, urging for an increase in the number of Jewish policemen 
and watchmen for the protection of the settlements, an increase in the 
number of licences for rifles for the settlements, compensation for the 
great losses suffered and the opening of central Government offices in 
Affula for the Emek. 

In his reply, the High Commissioner stated that taking into con- 
sideration the restraint and self-control exercised by the Yishuv in 
these most difficult days, the Government had already approved an 
increase in the number of special Jewish constables and armed watch- 
men. With reference to compensation, the High Commissioner 
declared that although he appreciated that large losses had been 
sustained, he considered the time not yet ripe to discuss that question. 


The High Commissioner, accompanied by Mr. Spicer, Inspector 
General of the Police, visited the concentration camp in Sarafand on 
Monday, where he addressed the exiles, explaining the necessity of 
the camps during the disturbances and promising better accommoda- 
tion and certain privileges. 

As a result of negotiations between the Government and the 
Jewish Agency, the number of Jewish supernumerary policemen to be 
armed with rifles has now been raised to over 1,800. The total number 
requested by the Agency was 2,500.

PEACE AND JUSTICE THE CAUSE OF ISRAEL 


Crushing Indictment of Palestine Government 


The Palestine members of the Zionist General Council (Actions 
Committee), which assembled in Jerusalem last week, have addressed 
the following message to the Jewish people : 

The Arab strike, which was inspired by racial hatred and which 
aims at the suppression ol! the Jews, started with murderous attacks 
aot) innocent people, and has been Imposed by dint of violence and 
terrorism on the Arab workers and traders who desired peace and the 
continuance of work and trade. This stnke is devoid of economic 
signifi ance, since if has affected neither the Arab peasantry nor the 


-Haifa Harbour, nor international or Jewish enterprises. The true 


character of the strike has been revealed by the misdeeds accompany- 
ing it: the dislocation of communications, the destruction of water 
supplies, the burmng of fields and of buildings, the uprooting of trees, 
the throwing of bombs in crowded thoroughfares, and finally ambushes 
and attacks on the forces of law and order and on the Jewish settle- 
ments. The strike has let loose on the country terrorsts who spread 
death and arson throughout the land. 

in the face of this war and destruction directed against the Jewish 
Community and Jewish national aspirations, and of the racial and religious 
incitement of the Arab masses, the Government failed to adopt prompt 
and adequate measures which would have stamped out the evil in its 
initial stage. its weakness and vacillation and its lack of any resolute 
policy have reduced the country to a state of anarchy. Of the murderers 
in Jafia who committed brutal deeds in opon daylight, only one has so 
far been convicted, most of the assassins and destroyers of property not 
having been apprehended, nor have their traces been followed up. The 
demand of the attacked Jews for necessary defence was met in an 
insufficient measure, and only belatedly. 

Resolute declarations made by the Government were of little avail, 
since they were not followed up by corresponding action. Such official 
weakness encouraged the ringleaders and enabled them to induce their 
followers to arm themselves for a prolonged struggle. It aroused the 
belief among the elements of destruction that triumph awaited them 
in the end. The Government also failed to avail itself of the publicity 
at its disposal, such as radio, proclamations and the Press, for 
enlightening the Arab population and preventing the Spread of 
incitement and lawlessness. 

As a result of the disproportionate and limited employment_of 
Jews in Government works and public services, in the ports, the law 
courts, the civil service, the police force and the Transjordan Frontjer 
Force, the machinery of the Government was unable to function 
effectively. That section of the population which 1s the object of the 
attack, not being adequately represented in the defence and _ vital 
services, the Administration could not hold its own during the troubles. 
To the small extent where Jews were represented in the police and 
public services and the port of Haifa, they prevented a paralysis of 
these services. 

The Government must duly be credited for the assistance it ren- 
dered in the opening of the Levant Fair at the fixed time, for the 
setting up of Government offices in Tel-Aviv, for granting permission 
for the unloading of goods at the Tel-Aviv shore, for the enlistment of 
additional Jewish police,-and particularly for the granting of the 
labour immigration schedule. The Government manifested its deter- 
mination not to yield to violence. These measures, just and necessary 
in themselves, also had a moral effect in that they encouraged the 
Yishuv to bear its trials and tribulations with fortitude and restraint, 
and to abstain from ventilating its resentment by acts of despair. 


Government Must Compensats Victims of its Inefficiency 

These beneficial acts initiated by the Government must be con- 
tinued and extended. Jews must be given adequate representation in 
the security and defence forces, the jetty of Tel-Aviv must be 
developed into a real port, and administrative offices faust be estab- 
lished by the Government in the Jewish rural areas. Among the 
vital needs for which provision has still to be made, particular stress 
must be laid on the construction of roads, indispensable for security 
purposes, and the granting of compensation to those who have suffered 
innocently from the disturbances. . 

The Government has not yet. afforded the requisite assistance to 
the inhabitants of the villages and towns whose property and 
possessions, the fruit of years of toil, had been destroyed by terrorists. 
Even families whose heads were murdered or incapacitated in the 
course of the assaults have not yet obtained assistance from the 
Government. A civilised Government has to make provision for those 
who suffer from natural misfortunes, but most certainly for those 
suffering from causes which fall within the sphere of Government's 
control. If the Government was unable to prevent murder and the 
destruction of property, it cannot shirk its duty of granting com- 
pensation to the victims. The failure of the Goveryment to take 
immediate action, and its dilatory handling of the situation, must 
inevitably appear as a disregarding of the econd%ic suffering of the 
Jewish Community and a,lack of sympathy for the victims of the 
attack. 


A Tribute to Brave Men 
Sixty-five days of disturbances have demonstrated the ability 
of the Yishuv to hold out. The strike has not broken the structure of 
Jewish economic life. In the very midst of the disturbances and out- 
rages, the Yishuv has increased its efforts to enlarge home production, 
to extend the scope of Jewish labour and to lay the foundation for 
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a harbour at Tel-Aviv. The Levant Fair, the ready volunteering of 
labourers for port work, the care of the refugees and the establishment, 
under the joint auspices of the Jewish Agency, the Vaad Leumi, The 
Jewish National Fund afid the Municipality of Tel-Aviv, of a reliet 
and consolidation fund—all these testify to the vitahty and the 
strength of the Jews in Palestine. 

The members of the General Council consider it a privilege to pay 
their tribute to the courage and devotion of those guarding our lives 
and our honour. Th« Jewish drivors organised in their co-oporativo 
associations who maintain the daily service betwoen the Jewish settle- 
ments, and whose devoted service has foiled. the sinister designs for 
paralysing the traffic; the Jewish policemen and watchmen, both those 
who wore already in the service and those who enlisted recently, and, 
finally, our settiers themselves, young and old, who aro at work during 
the day and on guard at night, all of them bear true witness to the 
strength, the sense of responsibility and the fortituds of our settlement. 
Let it be remembered to the honour of the Yishuv that, in spite of the 
unprovoked aggression and brutal attacks, it never lost its head and did 
not indulge in any act of reprisal. 

It is gratifving to us that the world realises that our restraint 

is not due to weakness or fear, but is a manifestation of moral courage, 
npe judgment and political maturity. 
The Jewish people hoth in Palestine and abroad, desires to record 
fell gratitude to ali those non-Jews, ntly the British 
poli emen and soldi rs, ho are farthfully Carryiiigd out their duty 
protecting the eountry against the forces of destruction. The memory 
of those losing their lives in the defence of right and justice will not 
be forgotten im our mudst. 
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Intolerable Deprivation of Arms for Seif-Defence 

It is, however, an intolerable position that others should rsk their 
lives for the peace of the country and the protection of the Jewish 
settlements, and that the Jews themselves should be merely sufferers 
and victims. The Yishuv has shown rts readiness to risk its life in 
selt-detence. It is maintaining selt-restraint and will not abuse its 
means of defence. But our honour and our secunty ahke demand 
that we be given the full opportunity of defending ourselves. We 
demand that, in every place of danger, the Jewish settlers be armed 
for assisting thre police and the nulitary jorces. 

The above statement, addressed to oul fellow Zionists. Is a true 
account of our position in this grave crisis. A threatening attempt is 
being made to restrict our reconstructive work, and the whole of the 
Jewish people is called upon to answer the challenge by a united and 
vigorous political action, In this hard struggle, the Executive in 
Jerusalem and London are working in complete harmony, and all 
parties of the Zionist Organisation and of the Yishuv have expressed 
full confidence in their leadership, This Executive is our only political 
representative, and all sections of the Zionist Movement and Palestine 
Jewry owe to it allegiance, discipline and loyalty to enable it to fulfil 
its mission successiully. The Executive must be backed by an active 
mass movement and the spirit of sacrifice tor the realisation of Zionism, 

Numerous are our victims, heavy are our losses, but our spirit 
remains unbroken. Jn the midst of war we do not forget that our aim 
is peace, im the nudst of destruction re do not cease to build. Facing 
the cruel attacks on us and the malevolent designs, we remain con- 
fident in the justice of our cause, in our creative power and in the 


eternal Israel, who will surmount all obstacles in the wav of his 
redemption.

Yishuv Demands Self-Defence 


Government Measures Disappointingly In accquate 


Making Safe the Path ofthe Aggressor 
[From our Cobrespondent-StRUSALEM, June 24th] 


The question of furnishing the Jewish population with adequate 
means of self-defence has now become the paramount issue in the 
disturbed conditions prevailing in Palestine. 

It was only a couple of weeks ago that I commented upon the 
fact that not even the 14,000 members of the security forces in the 
eountry could prevent an elderly Jew from being shot, Jewish buses 
from being attacked, or individual aggression from having dire results. 
Events have proved clearly how true this analysis was. Since that 
time. further defenceless members of the Yishuv have been murdered 
if} cold bloodt, 

As I write, a Jewish resident of Safad has been killed, and four 
others (including the driver) injured, when they were proceeding im 
a bus, which the military escort had left at Tiberias. The vehicle, full 
ol passengers, all Jewish, was allowed to proceed unescorted and 
unarmed mto the Upper Galilee Hills and the ambush took place out- 
side Rosh-Pinah. There were only four Arab. ambushers, but they 
were armed and the Jews were not. Thus another victam fell as an 
outcome of Government neghgence. 

Many official spokesmen, including the Colonial Secretary, have 
united to pay tribute to the self-restraint of the Jewish population 
under constant and violent provocation. These, however, are mere 
empty phrases, affording no sort of physical security. The Jewish 
drivers of Palestine, who should be singled out as a class of heroes 
rarely fe he found in the history of any country, are keeping the 
communications open on all routes without even a knuckle-duster to 
protect them. It is worse than ludicrous that these men, with a 
minimum carload of twenty passengers, should be allowed to proceed 
unarmed into the teeth of terrorism. Don't imagine they would be 
automatically turned into aggressors if arms were to be given them: 
on the contrary, they would become real defenders, instead of helpless 
targets for defiant rebels whom battalions of troops cannot 
exterminate. 

Even the troops are disgruntled with the orders they have received 
to be as sparing of life as possible” in their campaign against 
unchecked and licentious lawlessness.. The soldier knows the temper 
of his officers. They admit that they have been warned not to fire 
unless a serious attack is launched, which means that they must 
disregard stray shots fired by well-concealed smpers. They must not 
pursue snipers; they must not take the offensive, 


Can Reliance be Placed on Parliamentary Assurances? 


The assurances of the Colonial Secretary in Parliament stand for 
nething at all, it is felt in responsible circles here, unless they are 
implemented by strong uction. The very act of arming Jewish 
drivers and other sections of the population charged with the safe 
conduct of human beings, or the protection of property, would have a 
most salutary effect upon the brigands who now with impunity infest 
and imperil the highways. Let it be made known to them that the 
Palestine Government has armed Jewish drivers and farmers and that 
these have been authorised to shoot if their lives are menaced. Such an 
announcement would produce a far better effect than reports of 
additional military reinforcements. 

The disturbances are now well on towards the close of the third 
month. The authorities have been warned time and again that strong 
measures were needed from the outset to put down the lawless out- 
breaks, that kid-glove handling was interpreted as incapacity or 
unwillingness to grapple with realities. More than anything else, this 
laissez-faire policy has been responsible for the continued and 
continuing unrest. 

Men of distinction are offering to go out into the lonely settle- 
ments to beat off attackers. No less a man than Professor Fritz 
Bodenheimer, son of a distinguished German-Jewish scientist, and 
himself occupant of the Chair of Entomology at the Hebrew University, 
as gone to Lower Galilee as a watchman in order to help protect 
Jewish crops from being burned and trees from being uprooted. That 
is more than a gesture, for Professor Bodenheimer is the son-in-law of 
Mr. Ussishkin, President of the Jewish National Fund, which has lost 
40,000 trees to the vandals. Dr. Adolf Reifenberg, lecturer in colloidal 
chemistry at the University, is another volunteer now under arms. 
Students have donned khaki and taken weapons in the defence of their 
people. Thousands of Jewish young men are chafing at inaction. 


The Yishuv Stands Firm for Peace 


The intention of the Palestine Government is clear: it wishes to 
avoid anything resembling civil strife. But the Jews have no intention 
of embarking upon civilian warfare. They will not attack the Arabs: 
had they wished to do so, there was ample opportunity in the past 
eleven weeks. With as little risk of apprehension by the authorities 
as the Arab law-breakers, they might have gone out against Arab 
villages and terrorised Arab women and children; they could have 
ambushed traffic in Arab towns, shot at innocent Arab passers-by from 
the safety of boulders or street-corners. They could have done any of 
these things on the Biblical principle of an “eye for an eye,” and 
probably escaped detection and punishment. 

They have not done so, just as they will not do so when legally 
armed, because they have the mission to discharge of preparing in 
Palestine a place for those who wish to enter and settle, to build up a 
free and unhindered national life after two thousand years of exile. 
The Jews will not jeopardise their future for the transitory impulses of 
a futile revenge. They have made sacrifices to that future: thirty-five 
families have been orphaned or robbed of their loved ones with reckless 
brutality; nearly two hundred thousand pounds’ worth of property 
has been damaged or destroyed; peaceful economic progress has been 
impeded by the actions of a few dozen terrorists whom a well-equipped 
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Government, with eight battalions of troops and 
force, is unable to scotch. 

Palestine Jewry, however, is asking itself whether it is to be left 
entirely to the mercey of banditry, becoming more orgamsed and 
truculent and less apprehensive of official retaliation after weeks of 
immunity.

Strong Measures Too Late 
Neutral Body Needed For Mediation 


On June 21st, the Government published an official announcement 
that on the previous day (exactly two months since the outbreak of 
lawlessness) a series of regulations had been enacted to cope with 
criminal offenders. Admittedly these Emergency Regulations were com- 
prehensive and, if given effect, could have suppressed any manifestation 
of violence. But except in solitary instances they have not been 
enforced, and moreover they have come six weeks too late. For it was 
within the power of the Government to have put down the strike and 
its corollary gangsterism two weeks after the beginning, with far less 
extensive powers than are now gradually being incorporated in the 
emergency legislation, 

The dilatory methods produced their inevitable fruit: they 
established the belief among the terrorists that they were com- 
paratively safe from official molestation. It enabled the creation of 
an irresistible mass which, pitted against what the Government is 
pleased to consider its immovable body, has led to a deadlock from 
which there seems no outlet. The Government's present dilemma is 
clear: it must either send out all its forces into the villages and 
countryside to arrest all the malcontents and the leaders, in which case 
a countrywide prson would be needed; or it must consider the 
suspension of Jewish unmigration, the prenmer Arab demand, which 
to the Jews would be an indefensible step. 

A possibilty remains. It is the constitution now of a neutral 
body 40 mediate between the Government, the Arabs and the Jews: 
to be representative of all three. This would be welcomed by the Arabs 
no less than it has been urged by Jewish public opinion. A review 
of the existing situation and its problems, together with a settlement 
once for all of the point debated by the Arabs as to the nature of 
the Mandatory’s obligations, is a prime necessity. It is not a 
“defeatist™ policy which the Jews can object to or find repugnant; 
on the contrary, it is evidence of their goodwill and keen desire to 
secure a harmomous relationship between all sections in Palestine. 

It is the Government, however, which must take the initiative in 
calling together such a body. Its failure to do so hitherto has pro- 
duced the devastating view among world-wide Jewry that it has no 
direct interest in securing a rapprochement between Jews and Arabs: 
that it has some devious end in sight in keepmg both nations at 
loggerheads. Thinking persons know that such a conception is far 
from the mind of an honest and sincere admimstrator such as Sir 
Arthur Wauchope. People who are gifted with an emotional outlook 
upon the problems of Palestine, however, have not abandonedNheir 
idea that the British Government has a machiavellian purpose in its 
vacillations. 

A vigorous move would end such uncertainties without further ado. 
Sir Arthur Wauchope, with his professed anxiety to rescue this 
country from its troubles during the remaining six years of his tenure 
of office, should be the one to take tt. 


‘Haaretz’ Interviews Italian Consul 
REPORTED AID FOR STRIKERS DENIED 


Haaretz, the radical Hebrew daily, has published an interview with 
Commendatore de Angelis, Italian Consul General mm Jerusalem, who 
strongly denies the reports that Italy is financing the Arab strike. 

He emphasises the fact that Italy wants peace, particularly with the 
Mediterranean countries, and that she 1s interested m_ the restoration 
of normal conditions in Palestine. The Consul General declares that he 
has received instructions to refrain from any activitiy which 1s likely to 
embitter relations. 

He also denied that Italy was hostile towards Zionism, and stressed 
Italy’s interest in the Jewish effort of upbuilding in Palestine.

Arabs Strike a Manoeuvre of Wealthy Exploiters 
NO NATURAL HOSTILITY OF ARABS TOWARDS JEWS 


In a statement issued by the Jewish Socialist Labour Party, 
Poale Zion, it is pointed out that the phrase “General Strike” connotes 
an organised working-class movement, and stands as a syinbol of a 
united effort for the liberation of the workers. In Palestine, this 
so-called “strike,” however, has been instigated by the Arab 
Capitalists, who exploit the Arab workers the more brazenly as these 
workers are backward and unorganised, and so at the mercy of their 
masters. It is a Nationalist adventure by Arab exploiters. of labour 
on approved Fascist lines, which, posing as a popular movement, has 
obtained the support of Right Wing extremists and Communists alike. 

Those Arab workers, the statement continues, who belonged to 
the Arab-Jewish Union, formed by the Federation of Jewish Labour 
in Palestine, have not been deceived, and in Haifa, for example, there 
has been no stoppage, and the Arab workers live in harmony with thetr 
Jewish comrades. 

For fifteen years, the Jewish Labour Movement in Palestine has 
worked incessantly at the task of organising Arab labour, and it is 
for this reason that the Arab employers fear the Jews. The mainstay 
and backbone of Zionism is the Jewish worker, who has been 
instrumental in raising the standard of living of the Arab as well as 
of the Jew. | 

The Arab employer, realising that the influence of organised 
Jewish labour on the exploited Arab masses and the advance of the

Mrs. Dugdale’s “Life of Lord Balfour” 


INTERESTING REFERENCES TO ZIONISM 
By LEONARD STEIN 


The extracts which have recently appeared in the DatLy TELEGRAPH 
from Mrs. Dugdale’s authoritative “ Life of Lord Balfour” include 
some interesting references to the making of the Balfour Declaration. 
Mrs. Dugdale brings out one unportant fact. which 1s not generally 
appreciated. Only a few weeks before the Declaration was issued its 
fate was still in the balance. As late as Septembe 24th, 1917, 

** Balfour replied to a grumble over the continued delay made by 
one of his cywri Foreign (thee people Yes. But us this question was 
(in mv absence) decided by the Cabinet. against the Ziomsts I cannot 
do anything till the de ision is reversed,’ *’ 

The delay is attributed in the mainSo a “ memorandum of passion- 
ate protest * submitted to the Cabinet late in August by Mr. Edwin 
Montagu—a curious contrast to the “ dithyrambic memereanhdum ” (as 
Lord Oxford called it in his Diary) in which the Zionist cause was 
commended to the Asquith Cabinet by Sir Herbert Samuel early m 
1915. The adverse decision was reversed, but for what reasons and in 
what circumstances is not explained, though Mrs. Dugdale sigmificantly 
observes that without Lord Balfour's influence “they (the Ziomsts) 
might not have prevailed.” 

It should not, however, be inferred that Lord Balfour used the 
weight of his authority to force a policy of his own upon a reluctant 
Cabinet. It may well be the case that his intervention was decisive, 
but Zionism had other powerful friends among the best minds in the 
Lloyd George Administration, notably General Smuts and Lord Milner, 
while Mr. Lloyd George himself had throughout been sympathetic, 
though taken aback (it would seem) by the opposition of the anti- 
Zionist Jews. 


Earlier Drafts of the Declaration 
Mrs. Dugdale states that by August, 1917. the Declaration had 
been drafted “in a form which Balfour was prepared to sponsor.” 
She does.not, however, quote the draft to which she refers, nor would 
it, perhaps, have been strictly pertinent to her subject to discuss the 
modifications which were made in it befére it finally took shape as

the Balfour Declaration. But it is common knowledge that the draft 
submitted by the Zionist Organisation in July, 1917, was almost com- 
pletely re-written, and that even when the Declaration was approaching 
its final form certain changes of some significance were introduced ; for 
example, the now familiar words “a National Home for the Jewish 
people,” ‘at one time appeared as “a National Home for the Jewish 
race,” while the guarantee of the status enjoyed by Jews “ in any other 
country was, at the penultimate stage, a guarantee of the status 
“ enjoyed in any other country by such Jews who are fully contented 
with their existing nationality and citizenship.” 

_. We are not told anything very explicit as to what Lord Balfour 
himself considered to be the real substance and significance of the 
promise contained in the Declaration, nor as to the arguments which he 
advanced in commending the National Home policy to his colleagues. 
One interesting fact which emerges is that in March, 1917, “ Balfour 


‘ whether Lord Balfour's papers record any such conversations and, if 


suggested to Dr. Weizmann that, failing an agreement with France, it 
inight be best to aim at a joint Anglo-American Protectorate.” It may 
be noted in this conhection that on November 20th, 1917—just after 
the Balfour Declaration had been issued—Colonel House recorded in 
his Diarv that he had been discussing British war aims with Mr. Lloyd 
George. His impression was that one item in the British programme 
was “ Palestine to be given to the Zionists under British or, if desired 
by us, under American control.” It would have been interesting to 
learn more than we are told by Mrs. Dugdale about the development of 
Lord Balfour's views on the regime to be established in Palestine at 
the close of the War. 


Obstacle of the Sykes-Picot Agreement 


The Declaration did not of itself commit Great Britain to the 
acceptance of any direct and exclusive responsibility for the adminis- 
tration of Palestine in the event of an Allied victory. In_ the 
circumstances of the time there could be ne ‘+h commitment. When 
Lord Balfour came to the Foreign Office, the Sykes-Picot Agreement 
had already been signed. It provided (inter alia) that after certain 
slices had been lopped off for the benefit of Great Britain and France 
respectively, a truncated Palestine should be placed under an inter- 
national regime. So long as the Agreement was in force, Great Britain's 
hands were not free. 

But, as Mrs. Dugdale explains, the Zionists were from the first 
strongly opposed to anything in the nature of a condomimum in 
Palestine. They appreciated the assurances of goodwill which they had 
received from others of the Allied Powers—notably from. France, which 
as early as June 4th, 1917, had been first in the field with a publhe 
expression of sympathy with Zionist aspirations. But not only were 
they opposed to a condominium ; they insistently urged that the Power | 
to be entrusted with the administration of Palestine should be Great 
Britain. They hoped and expected that some exit would be found from 
the Sykes-Picot Agreement so far as it related to Palestine, and the 
way thus opened for something in the nature of a British Protectorate. 


Allocation of the Mandate 

There can have been very few people who, while the peace settle- | 
ment was under discussion, had any doubt as to the acceptance of the 
Mandate by Great Britain. Yet it seems clear that in Lord oe 
mind a Bntish Mandate was by no means a matter of course. Jn a 
letter written early in 1922 to the then American Secretary of State, | 
Mr. Hughes, and published in a collection of American State Papers, 
Lord Balfour, after referring to “ the extreme difficulty and delicacy ” 
of Great Britain's task in Palestine, continues: “At Paris I have always 
warmly advocated that it should be undertaken, not by Britain, but by 
the U.S.A.” It thus appears that Lord Balfour would personally have 
preferred an American to a British Mandate for Palestine. It may be 
that. in dealing with Lord Balfour's activities at the Peace Conference, 
Mrs. Dugdale will be able to supply a part of the background to this 
letter. 

As to the early history of the Declaration, Mrs. Dugdale is as 
successful as she always is in making her story come alive. She does 
not materially modify the accepted picture, but she fills it out with 
interesting details from sources not hitherto drawn upon. She 
describes, for examp!e—clearly from a contemporary record—what 
passed at Dr. Weizmann’s interview with Lord Balfour on December 
14th, 1914—their first meeting since their conversation, never forgotten 
by Lord Balfour, in Manchester in 1906. On this occasion the talk 
was on abstract lines. Dr. Weizmann expounded the Ziomst 
philosophy; Lord Balfour was responsive; but 1t was agreed that 
nothing practical could be attempted until the mulitary situation 
became clearer, 

The collection of Russian State Papers published by the Soviet 
Government in 1924 includes an aide-mémoire from which it appears 
that early in 1916 Sir Edward Grey was in communication with M. 
Sazonoff on the subject of Palestine and was suggesting that it might 
be desirable for the Allied Powers to formulate a policy taking Zionist 
uspirations into account. Mrs. Dugdale does not refer to the matter, 
but, assuming the document to be authentic, it is of interest as showing 
that Zionism was engaging the serious consideration of the British 
Government at an earlier date than is generally realised. Be that as 1t 
nay, it was not until Lord Balfour took over the Foreign Office at the 
end of 1916 that something tangible began to emerge. 


Sir Mark Sykes’ Meet:ng with Zion’st Leaders 
. The first step was the Conference, at which Sir Mark Sykes met 
the Zionist leaders, on February 7th, 1917. Mrs. Dugdale does not refer 
to this conference nor to Lord Balfour's visit to the United States in 
the following May, when he met Justice Brandeis and is generally 
beheved to have discussed the future of Palestine both with him and 
with President Wilson. It would have been interesting to know 


so, what impression they made upon him. 

But a minute exanunation of the events leading up to the Balfour 
Declaration would have taken Mrs. Dugdale much further than she 
could reasonably be expected to go. She is writing the life of Lo 
Balfour and not the history of the Balfour Declaration. + 

In a career so long, so illustrious and so rich in varied experience 
the Balfour Declaration was enly an episode. But it was an episode 
which deeply moved Lord Balfour and left a lasting impression on his 
mind, 

‘* He looked upon Zionism,’’ says Mrs. Dugdale, ‘‘ as having provided | 
one of his two greatest opportunities in life, his work as Chief Secretary 
for Ireland being the other. Near the end of his days he said to me that 
on the whole he felt that what he had been able to do for the Jews had 
been the thing he looked back upon as the most worth doing.”’ 

Long before the Declaration was thought of, the Jewish question 
had weighed upon Lord Balfour’s mind. Long after it was issued he 
exerted himself tame and again to ensure that Great Britain's pledge 
should be honoured. For. him, at.all events, the Declaration was not 
merely an adroit manoeuvre, but the prelude to a historic act of 
reparation.

A GREAT TASK COMPLETED 


The Pentateuch and Haf :

strictly necessary, have constituted so characteristic, and so valuable, 
a part of the work as a whole. 

® The Additional Notes in this volume are particularly useful. 
That on the Shema has already been published in the columns of 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, and widely circulated. More important 
still, in view of the prevailing ignorance, is an essay on Marriage, 
Divorce and #he Position of Woman in Judaism. Another aspect of 
the Hebraic heritage is touched upon in the pages on Monarchy 
and Freedom in Israel, showing how the ideas of constitutional 
monarchy were anticipated by our fathers three millennia ago, and 
how the Biblical example reacted upon the growth of free political 
institutions in the modern world. Not so long, but fully as 
suggestive, are the notes on religious tolerance in Judaism, kind- 
ness td animals, etc. 

Even when Dr. Hertz’s remarks have least to do with the 
subject, they are justified. The student of this commentary will 
not only have a fuller understanding of the text. He will also 
obtain some idea of Jewish theology: he will be familiarised with 
the method of Rabbinical hermeneutics: he will be introduced at 
least to the names, and some of the teachings, ofthe classics of 
Hebrew literature and the long series of Jewish interpreters of 
the Bible. The work should do a great deal to stem the tide of 
ignorance, which lias made such inroads in the past generation, 

On the whole, this volume (as has been indicated) is an improve- 
ment on those which have preceded it. There is not so much 
sententiousness, less pointless moralising, less accentuation of 
the obvious. Some defects, however, still remain. Dr. Hertz (like 
most preachers) has not yet learned that what is admirable in 
homiletic style is execfAble ‘in literary style. He has not mastered 
that important, if exaggerated, secret of good writing—to eschew 
adjectives. Even in this last volume, he is not quite decided as to 
the method of transcription to be followed—Sefardi or ‘Ashkenazi. 
If Tallis (p. 47), Shavuos (p. 204) and Oleynoo (pp. 64, 87, 105), why 
Zemiroth (p. 121), Kiddush Hashem (p. 154), and Horaath Shaah 
(p. 232)? Dr. Hertz, always a little intolerant of non-Hebraic 
values, rubs in the point too obviously. He occasionally makes 
shrewd thrusts at strictly contemporary events; but it seems a little 
unfortunate to “ date"’ a work of permanent value such as this by 
these superfluities. 

Finally, one must question whether the extremely bellicose 
nttitude which Dr. Hertz adopts with regard to Higher Criticism 
(exemplified‘in this volume in a lengthy fighting excursus on the

THE SPIRIT OF THE YISHUV 


Spring Up, O Well, by Dorothy Ruth Kahn (Jonathan Cape, 10s. 6d. 
net.). 

The Well which the children of Israel bade spring up, in. the 
Pentateuchal song, was one which the Princes digged. Miss Kahn : 
suggests by her title that there is no less nobility in those who dig 
wells in Palestine to-day—not with their staves, like the Israelites 


of old, but with up-to-date boring machinery. Near Kfar Saba, which Hh 
many pilgrims must remember as a wilderness of sand, the Kovesh > 


group dug fifty metres down and demded to mve up. But they went 
on, and at one-hundred-and-sixty-two metres they found the water 
for which they were languishing. Then Israel, gathered eght hundred 
strong in the dining room of the colony, sang this song; and Dorothy 
Kahn was carried away by it, and by the realisation of the drama of 
water-finding in Palestine, and of labour in Palestine, and of the new 
life that is welling up lke water in Palestinian soil; and she, too, sang 
her song, which even in its English edition bears some Hebrew lettering 
on the cover. 

She tells us primarily about herself and her own experiences: 
how she belonged to a thoroughly respectable, assimilated family of 
Temple-belonging (rather than Temple-going) American Reform Jews, 
and how the réalisation of Eretz Yisrael burst upon her, dragged her 
from her land, made her a Jewess and forced her to realise that life 
holds more than money-making and date-breaking. She tells the story 
in her own very individual staecato manner, with notable neglect of 
grammar, abhorrence of verbs, hammering recurrence of phrases and 
neglect of social, as well as of linguistic, conventions. It wearies, 
perhaps, after a time; but she conveys the impression that she wants 
to. Tel-Aviv, vital, hurrying, destroying, creating; Jerusalem, brood- 
ing on her throne like a remote queen, unmoved by the petty life that

swirls round her feet; the Colonies, hospitable, unconventional, work- 
ing, digging their wells. She is not blind to the faults of the New 
Palestine—the rudeness and the ugliness and the lamentable break- 
down of town-planning, and the absence of garden space,@pd the 
potential dangers of the German invasion... There must alwaYs be an 
ugly outerop of naked earth when a man digs a new well; but the 
sweet, fresh, hfe-giving waters justify it and cOmpensate for it. 

Miss Kahn’s style palls, her opinions are sometimes objectionable 
and her criticism is certain to be regarded as offensive; but, if there 
is any other book, in English or any other language, which conveys 
so vivid a picture of the restless, striving spirit of the New Palestine, 
the present reviewer would be very happy indeed to learn its name,

Dinner to Sir Isaac Isaacs 


DISTINGUISHED ASSEMBLY IN HIS HONOUR 


Basic Principles of the Empire 


A PRECIOUS INSTRUMENT OF WORLD PEACE 


Eminent members of the British and Dominions Judiciary were 
among the distinguished company who attended the dinner given in 
honour of Sir Isaac Isaacs, upon the completion of his term of office 
as Governor-General of the Australian Commonwealth, by the 
Maccabeans, at the Café Royal, Regent Street, W., on Tuesday 
evening. 

Mr. V. M. Wetncorr announced that a very large number of 
letters had been received paying tributes to Sir Isaac Isaacs. The 
Lord Chancellor, Lord Hailsham, wrote; “I am so glad to know that 
you are paying him this tribute. I héa the pleasure of sitting with 
Sir Isaac in the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council only last 
week.” Mr. Justice Eve wrote: “No one is more appreciative of his 
Bervices to the Empire than I.” 

Sir Hersert SaMvet, who presided, said it was an honour for 
the Maccabean Club to be granted the opportunity of paying honour 
to Sir Isaac Isaacs. He had rendered great service to Australa and, 
through serving Australia, he had served the whole Bntish Common- 
wealth. (Applause.) Apart from that, they of the Maccabean Club 
might take pride in thinking that by that service he had added fresh 
dignity to the race to which he belonged. (Applause.) After out- 
lining Sir Isaac’s distinguished career as Scholar, Advocate, Judge and 
Statesman, Sir Herbert recalled that Sir Isaac was the first 
Australian-born Governor-General of that Commonwealth. They all 
knew that he fulfilled the duties of that great charge with general 
approval and universal applause, and he came now to the Mother 
Country to recepve the expressions of the thanks of the Sovereign ana 
of the gratitude of the nation. He was told by one who knew him 
well that he owed much in his life to two women—lhis mother and his 
wife—and they gladly welcomed Lady Isaacs, whm had rendered such 
invaluable services to her husband and the Commonwealth through 
the penod of his office aS Governor-General. (Applause.) Sir Isaac, 
as they all knew, had maintained to the full the fame of Bntish justice, 
its nnpartiality and its wisdom.

One of the glories of their Empire, said Sir Isaac, was freedom, 
individual freedom, freedom of speech, freedom to choose and change 
their leaders, freedom of religious faith and freedom of the Press. 
If he were asked what was their real guarantee that the political and 
personal freedom of the individual, which, after all, was their most 
valuable national possession, would continue, he would answer 
unhesitatingly, it was the freedom of the Press, The freedom of the 
Press and despotism, whatever form it took and by whatever name 
it was called, were two irreconcilable things. (Applause.) He entirely 
assented to what was once very truly and tersely said: that the 
greatest stand for liberty the world had ever known was the ink stand. 
(Laughter and applause.) The Australian people were as convinéed 
as were those of Britain that universal peace and friendly co-operation 
among the nations were the only true watchwords essential for human 
progress, and that to attain those noble ideals was the highest duty 
to-day of constructive Statesmanship. But he did not hesitate to 
say that it would be worse than folly if, with so much at stake, and 
amid lurking dangers in a heavily-armed world of uncertain temper, 
they allowed their honest trust to lead them to such open weakness 
as to make it, in effect, plain temptation.

A DISGRACEFUL VERDICT 


Polish Justice Held Up to Public Mockery 


JEWS SENTENCED FOR SELF-DEFENCE 


AN ENCOURAGING “ VICTORY” FOR ANTI-SEMITISM 


[From our Correspondent—Warsaw] 


After four weeks’ proceedings, the trial in Radom of persons 
implicated in the Pyzytyk pogrom in March came to a dramatic and 
unexpected end last Friday. To the consternation of the Jewish 
population, amazingly heavy sentences have been passed on the 
Jewish accused and light ones on the non-Jews. 

The trial followed the mass attack on the Jews of Przytyk by a 
peasant mob incited and led by Endek agitators. During the pogrom, 
two Jews were killed by blows from an axe and a peasant was killed 
by a bullet. Fourteen Jews and forty-two non-Jews were arrested. The 
public prosecutor and counsel for the Endek defendants during the 
trial accused the Jews of having provoked the disorders by attacking 
peasants and driving non-Jews from the Przytyk market-place. The 
Jews denied provocation, declaring that they had acted in justified 
eelf-defence. 

The Court has now passed sentences on the Jews ranging from 
six months’ to eight years’ imprisonment. Only two of the Jews 
were acquitted. Four pgasants who were charged with slaughtering 
a Jew named Minkowski and his wife were acquitted, despite the 
fact that they were identified by the surviving children. Twenty- 
three others were sentenced to terms of imprisonment ranging 
from five to twelve months, the rest being acquitted. Several of 
the non-Jews sentenced were freed temporarily or on bail, but the 
Court refused to grant the same privilege to the Jewish prisoners. 

.In passing the sentences, the Court give as its reasons for 
punishing the Jews more severely than the non-Jews the opinion 
that the pogrom would not have taken the tragic turn it did had 
not the “ Jews attacked the peasants’ and, above all had not Lesko 
(the Jew sentenced to eight years’ imprisonment) and several other 
Jews made use ofarms. In so many words, the Court declared that 
the attempt of the Jews to protect themselves brought about the 
pogrom. Lesko was given eight years’ imprisonment because he fired, 
and a peasant who died from a revolver shot is supposed to have 
been shot by. him. Two other Jews received five and six years’ 
imprisonment fespectively for using arms, while the remaining Jews 
were sentenced for “ disturbing the public peace.” 

In Radom itself, where the entire Jewish population of Przytyk 
had assembled outside the Court, the news of the verdict was greeted 
with weeping. The sentenced Jews received the verdict calmly. 

The anti-Semitic Press bas issued special editions announcing 
the verdict, which is hailed as a“ victory.’’ Meanwhile, in Radom and 
other places Jewish theatres and places of entertainment have been 
closed down. An appeal is to be made against the verdict. 

On Tuesday, in protest against the verdict, a Jewish general 
strike was declared between the hours of 12 and 2 p.m., and was 
supported, in Warsaw, by many non-Jews. The Club of Jewish 
Deputies, which includes Senator Rabbi Dr. Schorr and the deputies 
Dr. Sommerstein, Dr. Gottlieb and Rabbi Rubinstein, bas issued an 
appeal to the Jewish population gf Poland, in which they declare 
that the verdict bas shown that there is “no security of life and 
property for the Jewish population and that the right of self-defence 


does not apply to Jews,” and call on the Jews to stand together and 
fight for their rights.

Bandits’ Imsudent Daylight Raid on a Town 


GOVERNMENT AT LAST STIRRED TO ACTION 


A . particularly impudent anti-Jewish outrage has at last 
occasioned an outcry in the Government Piess for the suppression 
of Endeék hooliganism, and stirred official circles into action, A band 
of 150 Endeks on Wednesday of last week invaded the town of 
Mislnice, in Western Galicia, some sixty miles from Cracow, in the 
early hours of the morning, cut the te!ephone wires linking the town 
with the outside world, disarmed tbe local police, raided the 
home of the District Governor and then set about smasbing and 
looting Jewish shops. A Synagogue was set fire to, buf no damage 
was done. After the attack, the band, many of whom were. wearing 
uniform, -marched out of the town under the command of their 
leader. By the time the news of the outrage bad become known 
outside, the assailants bad a'ready taken refuge in the neighbour- 
ing forests. A large police force, guided by aeroplanes, was sent in 
pursuit’ and made seventeen arrests, following au affray in the 
course of which one Endek.was killed and several wounded.

The Federation of Polish Jews of*America, at its annual 
convention at Asbury Park, New Jersey, this week, adopted a 
resolution describing the Przytyk trial verdict as a disgraceful 
invitation to pogrom-makers, and attacking the Polish Government 
for “ignominiously surrendering to the forces of anarchy and mob 


violence.” 


The Minister of Agriculture, M. Poniatowski, last week received a 
Jewish deputation consisting of Chief Rabbi Deputy Rubinstein, Senator 
Trockenheim, Deputy Minzberg and Advocate Prilucki, who pleaded for 
the relaxation of the Anti-Shechita Law and pointed out that unless the 
Law were modified the cost of Kasher meat would rise to such an extent 
as to make its price prohibitive to many Jews. Despite all arguments, 
however, the Minister rejected their pleas and declared that the Law

Tension in Bucharest 
Government Action Restrains Cuzists 


OFFICIAL ENCOURAGEMENT OF ANTLSEMITISM? 


Despite widespread fears of Cuzist “ Blueshirt” attacks, last 
Sunday passed quiety in Bucharest and elsewhere. It was feared 
that last week's anti-Jewish and anti-Democratic disturbances would 
culminate in serious rioting. However, long delayed but strong action 
by the Government hada restraining effect. In Bucharest, the Jewish 
population stayed indoors, on the instruction of Communal leaders, 
while detachments off—fAydarmes patrolled the streets, and regular 
troops were held in readiness. The authorities made a number of 
arrests of extremists. x11 meetings of a political nature have been 
forbidden until Jaly 12th. It is ramoured that the drastic measures 
adopted by the Government are the work of M. Titulescu, the 
Foreign Minister, who threatened to resign if the riots were not 
stopped. 

Meanwhile, much criticism is being levelled at the Minister of 
dhe Interior, M. Inculet, by both Democratic and Conservative 
quarters for his attitude in face of Cuzistincitement. The Conserva- 
tive Press accuses him of deliberately permitting the distribution of 
anti-Jewish leaflets, pointing out that despite their exhortation to 
violence, they passed the Government censor. It also censures the 
behaviour of the police and their failure to arrive in time to prevent 
disorders. The Democratic Press accuses the Government of 
deliberate inaction and protests strongly against the failure of the 
poliee to prevent the molestation of innocent people in the streets 
and the dragging of victims into Cuzist “B'ue Houses.” It is 
further asserted that the present disturbances are the result of 
German intrigue and financial support. 

The Rumanian Labour Federation has issued a statement 
blaming the inaction of the Government. for the present wave of 
terrorism against Jews and Liberals, and declaring that unless the 
Government take action to restore order, the Federation will be 
compelled to act on its own initiative. 


The Central Council of Rumanian Jews, which embraces all Jewish 
groups in the country, has submitted a memorandum to the Premier on 
the effect of the recent anti-Jewish disturbances, A second mcmorandum 
has been submitted by the Council to the Bucharest Police Prefect on the 
question of Jewish security. 


The French Ambassador last week invited representatives of the 
Rumanian Presto a conference at which he expressed the concern and 
displeasure of the French Government at the fact that the Rumanian 
anti-Semitic Press is wtilising the name of M. Leon Blam, the French 
Premier, for anti-Semitic and auti-French propaganda, 


Thousands of landless Jews living in Bessarabia have been badly hit 
by a Government order classifying them as foreigners. Most of those 
affected have lived in Bessarabia ever since the territory was detached 
from Russia. They were never granted Rumanian citizenship and were 
considered “stateless,” with the right to reside and work in Bessarabia. 
The new order will deprive them of this right, and they will now have to 
apply for residential and labour permits. 


Serious anti-Jewish disturbances took place this week in the town of 
Targul-Ocna, Moldavia, when two Cuzist battalions attacked the Jewish 
population. Men, women and children were badly beaten, and a state of 
panic prevails. 


SWITZERLAND—A resolution was adopted at the International 
Labour Conference in Geneva, last week, expressing ** the earnest hope 
that the 1936 Assembly of the League of Nations will take all necessary 
steps to arrive at a satisfactory and final solution of the problems to 
which the situation of the German refugees has given rise.” 


An appeal of the editor of the anti-Semitic paper REACTION, Jules- 
Ernest. Gross, against a decision of the Geneva Cantonal authorities 
prohibiting the paper from publishing attacks on Swiss citizens on account 
of their race or religion, has been dismissed by the Swiss Federal Court, 
Gross had claimed that the decision was unconstitutional, but the Federal 
Court considered that the Constitution permitted objective criticisny only 
and not attacks calculated to arouse hatred against members of a 
particular faith, 
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FRANCE 


“Pariser Tageblatt” Allegations 


M. Poliakov Takes Legal Proceedings 


It is announted that legal proceedings have been started by 
M. Vladimir Poliakoy, publisher of the PAriseR TAGEBLATT, against 
the former members of the staff of that paper responsible for 
publication of a statement that he had “sold out" to the Nazis. 
M. Poliakov declared that his former employees, who have now 
started a rival daily, the PArIseER TAGESZEITUNG, attempted to rob 
him of his paper under the guise of a political attack. He has 
brought charges of theft and defamation. 

Dr. Emil Ludwig, the well-known German-Jewish author, has 
sent a letter to the Neve TAGEBUCH, of Paris, protesting against the 
accusations made against Herr Richard Lewinsohn, the newly- 
appointed editor of the PARIsER TAGEBLATT. Herr Lewinsobn, Dr. 
Ludwig declares, is “ above suspicion.” 


AUSTRIA 


World Cengress of Jewish Ex-Servicemen 


Delegates from fourteen countries attended the Second World 
Congress of Jewish ex-Servicemen which took place in Vienna this 
week, and were welcomed by representatives of the Austrian Govern- 
ment, Austrian army officers and members of the Diplomatic Corps. 
Captain Edler von Friedmann, head of the Austrian Wag Veterans 
Organisation, presided. 

Memorial services were held on the opening day at the Heroes’ 
Cemetery for the Jews who fell in the world War, over 2,000 persons 
participating. 

The Congress discussed the establishment of a united repre- 
sentation of Jewish ex-Servicemen in each country and a world- 
organisation of Jewish ex-Servicemen’s organisations, And also 
considered the questions of countering anti-Jewish propaganda and 
co-operating in the work of construction in Palestine. 


IRAQ 


Echo of Palestine Disorders 


Campaign of Anti-Jewish Incitement 
From our Correspondent— BAGHDAD 


Since the commencement of the disturbances in Palestine, the 
Traqi Press has been conducting sustained and violent attacks on the 
Jews and the British. Inflammatory leaflets on Palestine events 
are being published daily by various Arabic papers as evening 
supplements at a nominal price. The Government is taking no 
action whatsoever to check such publications, which, it is feared, 
may endanger public order. 

A virulent pamphlet on Zionism is now being offered for sale at 
the price of one penny, the proceeds allegedly going to support 
Palestine Arabs. Recently, on the occasion of a visit by an Arab 
delegation from Palestine, anti-Zionist speeches were delivered at a 
Baghdad cinema by a number of Iraqi deputies and Government 
officials. Anti-Semitism is spreading rapidly throughout the 
country and Jews are living in a state of perpetual alarm. 


RUSSIA,—The noted German-Jewish psychiatrist, Professor Arthur 
Kronenfeld, an exile from Germany, has arrived in Moscow at the 
invitation of the Commissariat of Public Health to join the Research 
Department of the Moscow Institute of Psychiatry. . 


GREECE— King George II last week visited the Central Synagogue in 
Salonika and took part in the Service, which was conducted by Chief 
Rabbi Dr. Koretz. The King later expressed his warm affection for his 
Jewish subjects. 


MOROCCO—In view of threatened disturbances in Casablanca. 
French cavalry detachme nts are patrolling the Araband Jewish quarters 
The Government's prompt action has done much to allay Jewish fears. 


ALGERIA— Following the lynching by Arabs of a Jew accused of 
murdering an Arab at Ain Rif, the Jewish quarter of Oran is bein, guarded 
by Irench troops. The quarter is being threatened with an attack by an 
Arab mob. In Constantine, anti-Jewish rioting broke out on Monday, 
and fifteen demonstrators were injured following a police charge. 


SOUTH AFRICA—Iit is reported that the Government is taking a 
“serious view ” of the Jewish and Labour boycott of German goods, and 
that official action is likely to be taken shortly to alter the position. 
During the boycott the Government is finding considerable difficulties, it 
is stated, in fulfilling its obligations under the Barter Agreement with 
Germany whereby the latter country agreed to buy South African woo! in 
return for an equivalent value of purchases by South Africa.

Conference Appoints | Delegates 


ADDRESS BY DR. STEPHEN WISE 


Rasat Dr. Srernen Wise delivered an address at the first session 
of the Electoral Confagence, which wad held at Woburn House on 
Sunday afternoon in connection with the forthcoming World Jewish 
Congress at Geneva. 

Mr. P. Horowrrz presided over the first session, and Mr. Harry 
SamMuELS, the Hon. Secretary, read messages of encouragement from 
Haham Dr. Gaster, Viscount Cecil, Major Attlee, M.P. (leader of tho 
Labour Party), Mr. Herbert Morrison, M.P., Lord Snell, Mr. George 
Lansbury, M.P., and Lord Strabolgt. 

The CHAIRMAN said they were there to proclaim their solidarity in a 
great Jewish effort at a time of supreme Jewish crisis. He had hstened 
to all the arguments and statements made from the platform of the 
Deputies against participation. So far as he could judge there were only 
two main motives that animated the opposition, one was fear and the 
other snobbery. It was time that Jews, instead of yielding to motives of 
fear and self-esteem, should take as their watchword ** courage.’’ and 
** gelf-sacrifice ’’ on behalf of Kelal Yisrael. (Applause.) 

In the course of his address, Dr. Wise said that nearly three years 
ago, in the autumn of 1933, there had been a Conference in London solely 
for the relief of German Jews, at which not one word was spoken with 
respect to the grievous wrongs that were being inflicted upon the Jews of 
Nazi Germany—this in conformity to the terms of invitation. The 
opponents of a World Jewish Congress, said Dr. Wise—and its opponents 
were Jews—maintained that there was no evidence that good could, or 
would, come of it, that it would have limited, if any, means to distnbute. 
That was because of the lamentable conception that the Jews could help 
their fellow-Jews only through the instrumentality of philanthropy and 
relief. The real reasons which governed the opponents of the World 
Jewish Congress were bound. up with their fears. They dreaded that 
something other and more than philanthropy would be sought as the 
solvent of the Jewish problem, which would mean the passing of the 
regime of philanthropy in world Jewry. Democratic control of Jewish life 
was dreaded by those well-meaning gentlemen who were ready to think 
for, and to act for, their fellow-Jews, but not to act with them and toe 
meet them on the common level, on the level of that common discussion 
which brotherhood necessitates. (Applause.) 


‘* The One-ness of the Jewish People *’ 

“Above all,’’ he declared, ‘** the opponents of the World Jewish 
Congress dreaded that the world would unagine that to be true. which 
the Congress supporters proclaimed as basis for the World Jewish Con- 
gress, and that was the reality of the Jewish people, the one-ness of the 
Jewish people, what ought to be the brotherhood of the Jewish people. 
They had opposed Herzl and Zionism forty years ago; twenty years ago 
they fought against Louis D. Brandeis and the American Jewish Congress 
—in England, no less than in Amenca, three years ago, they fought against 
resolute public protest against the crimes of the Nazi regime, against 
freedom and civilisation; again they fought against the use of one of the 
few formidable weapons of the Nazi terror, namely, the boycott of 
Nazi goods and services; though the boycott was nothing more than the 
non-violent economic resistance to wrong.”’ 

Why, he asked, should there be opposition to the frank and public dis- 
cussion of Jewish affairs? Would that the world had as little to conceal from 
Jews as Jews had from the world! ‘* We are neither fearful nor ashamed,’’ 
he declared. ** The world should know what is being done to and against 
Jews, and what Jews are suffering. This does not mean that the World 
Jewish Congress will become a wailing wall. but a tribunal before which 
the facts of Jewish life will be registered in the sight and hearing of men. 
The supporters of the World Jewish Congress are resolved to meet with 
their fellow-Jews, solely to consider Jewish affairs the world over. 

** The World Jewish Congress,’’ he said, in conclusion, ‘* will be held 
and it will serve the Jewish Cause as truly as did the’ World Zionist 
Congress. It will mark the inauguration Of ® new era of Jewish ‘self- 
self-reverence and self-co-ordination. The World Jewish 
Congress~means the organisation of Jewish self-respect and of Jewish 
courage. 

Claim to Represent Jewish Masses 

The second session, held after the tea interval and presided over by 
CounciLtor M. H. Davis, L.C.C., opened with the Rev. M. L. Pertzweie 
moving the following resolution : 

“That this Conference of representatives of Jewish Organisations in 
Great Britain and Ireland welcomes the decision of the Executive of the 
World Jewish Congress to convene in Geneva on Aucust 8th, a Congress of 
representatives from all Jewish Communities throughout the World to deal 
with the present Jewish position, and hereby accepts the invitation of the 
World Executive to appoint sixteen delegates to represent the Jews of Great 
Britain and Ireland at the World Congress at Geneva.” 

Mr. Perlzweig said that had they had more time and had it been 
possible for them to make articulate ali the sentiments which existed in 
Anglo-Jewry for the World Jewish Congress, they could easily have 
doubled the number of institutions represented at the Conference. But 
they had already enough to entitle them to say that, so far as the broad 
Jewish masses of this country were concerned, they could speak on their 
behalf ; and they could, and would, send delegates to the Congress. That was 
the justification for his moving that resolution. Wherever, said Mr. 
Perizweig, there existed in any country in the world a statutory 
representation of the Jewish population, they had gone whole-heartedly 
into the World Jewish Congress. . 

They believed, said Mr. Perlzweig, that the time had come to stimu- 
late the conscience of mankind. If an assembly met which could speak on 
behalf of the Jewish masses it would be heard. He held that the Jéwish 
World Congress was necessary because the Jewish problem could be solved, 
if it could be solved at all, by the Jewish people itself, and by no one 
else. By which he meant that it could not be solved by a Committee or 
by any philanthropic body, however worthy it might be 
and however high its motives. What was needed was a movement which 


would catch up the whole of the Jewish masses and transfigure their 
inner life. 


Mr. BaGnari seconded the resolution.

Summer Soups 

COLD soups make a pleasant first course for dinner during the hot 
weather, and as so'’many households now possess refrigerators it is an 
easy matter to serve them iced. 

Meat stock must be more highly seasoned if to be served cold than if 
eaten hot. A good clear stock, which will be in a light jelly when cold, 
should be served in individual cups, with any garnish preferred; such as 
shredded vevetables (Julienne), savoury custard (Royale), or with fruit 
such as stoned cherries, prunes, strawberrics or raspberries. 


Cold Sago Consommé 
(lear vegetable stock, 3 pints. Sago, 1 oz. 
Stick cinnamon, lL inch. Sugar, 4 OZ. 
Claret, 1 wineglassful Lemon peel 
Salt. 

Put the stock, claret, cinnamon and one or two strips of lemon rind 
into a saucepan and bring to the boil. Sprinkle in the sago and simmer 
till it is qriute transparent, If too thick add more stock. Add the sugar 
(and salt if necessary), remove the lemon rind and cinnamon. 

Serve icy cold in individual cups. The soup will thicken when cold; 
if necessary add more stock. 


Fruit Soups 
THESE«an be made from: any kind of ripe fruit such as rhubarb, 
gooseberries, raspberries, red currants, cherries, plums, etc., boiled in 
water or clear vegetable stock. Allow one pound of fruit to a quart 
of liquid. 


Boil until the fruit is soft, then rub through a sieve. teturn to the 


saucepan; thicken with a little fine sag», cornflour or potato flour. 


Sweeten and season to taste. A little wine may be added or a pinch 
of spice. Serve icy cold, S 


Red Cherry Soup 
Cherries, 2 lbs. Sugar, 2 ozs. 
Water, 2 quarts. Lemon jaice. 
Cornflour, oz. Red wine. 

WASH and stalk the cherries, and reserve a few of the best for 
garnishing. Pat the remainder in a saucepan with the water; stew till 
soft and rub through a sieve. Return to the sancepan and, when boiling, 
add the sugar and cornflour dissolved in a little cold water. Simmer for 
another ten minutes, then add a little red wine and lemon juice to taste, 

The amount of sugar and lemon juice required will vary according 
to taste. Serve the soup very cold in individualcups with unswectened 
biscuits or rusks, = 


Watercress 
Watercress, ib. 
Potatoes, ib. 
Light stock, 24 pints. 


(ne onion. 
Saltand pepper. 
Vegetable fat. 

WASH the watercress; pick off a bandful of the leaves and put these 
in a cloth to dry. : 

Add the remainder of the watercress, the peeled and sliced potatoes 
and onion tothe stock. Season with salt and pepper, and simmer slowly 
for an hour; then rub through a sicve. Return to the saucepan and 
reheat. Take the dry watercress leaves and fry gently till lightly 
browned. Add to the none. ; serve hot. 


Lettuce (Mitr Soup) 
Three or four lettuces. Milk, 1 pint. 
Butter, 2 ozs. Vegetable stock, 2 pints. 
One onion. Chopped parsley, 2 teaspoonfuls. 
A few young carrots. Cornflour, 1 oz. 
Yolk of an egy. 

SCRAPE the carrots, trim the Icttuces, skin the oniomeand cut up all 
the vegetables. Melt the butter; add the vegetables and stir over a 
gentle heat for a few minutes without letting them brown. Add the 
stock and salt and pepper te taste, and simmer for an hour; then rab 
through a sieve. Return to the saucepan. Mix the cornflour with some 
of the milk; add to the soup with the rest of the milk. Stir till boiling 
and simmer for ten minutes. Cool very slightly. Add the beaten egg 
yolk and the chopped parsley. 


Jews College 
SUB-COMMITTEE’S REPORT DISCUSSED IN CAMERA 

A meeting of the Council of Jews’ College was held on Monday at 
Woburn House. The Chief Rabbi, the President of the College, was in 
the Chair. 

Dr. Hertz reported that the effects at the Jews’ College Hostel 
had been disposed of, the actual amount received from the sale of effects 
at the Hostel amounted to £171 4s. This amount had been invested in 
the purchase of stock. 

Mr. Ernest Lesser, who was Chairman cf the Hostel Committee, said 
that considering that sales of this kind were always carried out at a 
sacrifice, quite a satisfactory sum had been received. Mr. Stephany had 
really done very well. A few gifts had been given to the Stepney 
Jewish Girls’ Club, the Jews’ Temporary Shelter and the Canteen at 
Woburn House. He was sure that the Council would approve of the 
presentation of these gifts. 

The Chairman moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Lesserand Mr. Stephany. 

The Council then went into Committee (the Press being asked to leave) 
to consider the report of the Sub-Committee of the Education Committee 
which had been circulated to the members of the Council.

Meeting at Shoreditch 
Stirring Address by Dr. Wise 


APPEAL TQ..THE NOBLEST IN BRITAIN 
PALESTINE GOVERNMENT’S DILATORINESS 


Rabbi Dr. Stephen Wise was accorded a great ovation when he 
eame on to the platform of the Shoreditch Town Hall on Monday 
evening, for the public meeting which he addressed, under the auspices 
of the Zionist Federation 
of Great Britain and 
Ireland and the Central 
Keren Hayesod Com- 
mittee for Great Britain. 
The Rev. J. K. Gold- 
bloom presiced. 

Since 1920, said Dr. 
Wise, there had been a 
grievous and continuifig 
discrepancy between 
Downing Street profes- 
sion and Government 
House practice in 
Palestine. The Balfour 
Declaration contained 
the word “ facilitate.” 
He would not maintain 
that mght that there had 
been no facilitation. 
But if they had had real 
facilitation for twenty 
years, they would not 
require protection to-day. 
As for the immediate 
causes of the present 
difficulties, he placed 
high on the list that 
supremely infelicitous 
proposal for a Legislative 
Council, whieh, had it 
become law, would have 
| sanctioned the sort of 
Rasst Dr. Srernen WIse. thing that was happen-

to-day. 

Dr. Wise spoke of the dilatormess of the Palestine Government in 
suppressing disorder, mot, assassination and every manner of crime, 
and said that, on the other hand, -he wished to offer his homage as an 
American citizen as well as a Zionist to the mood and spirit of the 
recent debate upon the subject which took place in the House of 
Commons. He did not find the faintest symptom of yielding, of 
compromise,- or surrender. 


Restriction of Jewish Immigration Unthinkable 

“It only the Britush Government,” said Dr. Wise, “ could impart 
into the Palestine Government the spirit of the debate in the House 
of Commons of ten days ago, there would be no more riots, no more 
agitation, and no more disorder.” (Applause.) Not one word was said 
about the possibility of a stoppage of unmuigration. Of course, it was 
not seriously mooted! It could not be! In his judgment it would 
be no more reasonable to say to the Jews of Palestine * You shall not 
breathe and eat and drink for a period of weeks and months until this 
agitation us ended.” That would be no more unjust than to dream 
for one hour of limiting or curtailing immigration of Jews to the 
Jewish National Home. (Applause.) 

There was a better way out than the limitation of immigration, 
he declared, and that was for the British Government and the Palestine 
Government to give this answer to the Arabs: “ There will be, for 
the next five or ten years, an increase of immigration into Palestine— 
not because Jews wanted to be vindictive or masterful or because 
they dreamt of dominance, but because of the intensity of the tragedy 
of Jewish need.” 

In an allusion to the commng World Jewish Congress at Geneva, 
Dr. Stephen Wise declired that the Congress might do for the Jews in 
the Galut what Zionism had done for the Jews in Eretz Yisrael. Three 
things, he said, stood out for him to-day. The first was the incredibly 
magnificent discipline and self-restraint of the Jews in Palestine. The 
second was the high wisdom of their leadership—he put his absolute 
unwavering confidence in the leadership of Weizmann, Ben Gurion and 
Shertok. “Trust them and give them your support,” he appealed. 
Finally, there was the obligation of Great Britain. 

“Tf,” said Dr. Wise, “I were asked to-night by the League of 
Nations: ‘Would you change the Mandatory Power for Palestine? ’ 
I would say: ‘No.’ I would not change the Mandatory Power. But 
I would have the Mandatory Power change some of its ways. 

“I would have the Mandatory Power open its eyes again to the 
nobility of the vision of Arthur James Balfour and David Lloyd George 
in November, 1917. We are not beggars. We are not supphants. I 
want every British Official, from the least of them upwards, to know 
that we are not invaders; we are not exploiters. We go to Palestine, 
not on sufferance, but of right.” 

Those who also addressed the gathering were Mr. Barnett Janner, 
the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, Mr. Paul Goodman and Mr. Morris Myer.

Manchester Tarbut Association 


A memorial lecture on the late Nahum Sokolow was delivered last 
Sunday, under the auspices of the Association, at the Talmud Torah Hall, 
Bent Strect, Manchester, by Mr. A. L. Globus, of Jerusalem, 

Mr. Globus said that Sokolow was a “guide towards redemption.” 
His life and his work followed a definite purpose. which was to educate 
the Jewish people in general European culture, and thus lift them out of 
their narrow, Ghctto-like existence. Ile traced Sokolow's career as a 
journalist and editor, and pointed out that in this work he opposed 
assimilation and thus won the admiration and trust of Orthodox Jewry.

PROTECTING THE JEWISH POPULATION 

TRIBUTE TO “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE’S” SERVICES 

The Annual Prize Distribution to the pupils of the Dalston Syna- 
gogue Hebrew and Religion Classes was held on Sunday afternoon im the 
Albert Felsenstein Memorial Hall, Poet’s Road. Mr. Isaac Landau 
presided, and Mrs. Landau presented the awards. 

Mr. A. I. Barp, Chairman of the Classes, spoke of his taking over 
that office from Mr. A. L. Landau, to whose eight years’ services, first 
as Treasurer, then as Chairman, he paid a tribute. He expressed the 
good wishes of those present for the recovery from ill health of Mr. 
E. Blitz, who was relinquishing his position as Treasurer and was being 
succeeded by Mr. E. Simon, and he welcomed the appointment of Mr. 
Arthur Portrait as Joint Hon. Secretary with Mr. I. Enoch. There were 
115 children on the roll of the Classes, said Mr. Bard, and their attendance 
record was good. They had gained one semor and two junior prizes in 
the examinations of the Union of Hebrew and -Religion Classes 

Mr. E. Srwon thanked those who had provided new desks for the 
ciildren and all who had given financial support to the Classes—by paying 
the fees of those children who were unable to puy, and in other ways. 

The CuarRMAN said that the Dalston Synagogue was one ‘of the first 
to establish religion classes, and on their inauguration, over forty years 
ago, they had marked a new departure in Hebrew education. Though, 
eontinued Mr. Landau, he did not like to refer to matters outside the 
scope of the prize distribution, the serious state of affairs that prevailed 
to-day, even in this country, was such, he thought, as to call for special 
reference; and it behoved all those who were in authority in the affairs 
of the Community to take adequate steps to see that the position of the 
Jewish population of this country was protected “In this respect ,”’ said 
the speaker, “‘I think we owe a special debt of gratitude to that great 
Jewish newspaper, Tue Jewisn CHronic te, which is taking a manly 
and leading part, constantly referring to the menace which ts now facing 
us. I feel the Community owes a debt of gratitude to the courageous 
Editor of that great newspaper for the leading articles with which he has 
recently furmshed us.’” He was of the opinion that never had there 
heen a time when they needed more the encouragement and support of 
Jewish education such as those Classes provided than they did to-day.

Mr. Barnerr JANNeR said that he wished the Jewish people would 
realise how unportant it was for the Jewish Community that they should 
encourage their children to understand Jewishness. In the East End 
just now, they were being faced with a tremendous problem that was 
already attracting the attention of a large number of their co-religionists 
in that and other parts of London. Blackshirts and other anti-Semitic 
bodies were strutting about the streets developing their terrible and 
venomous attacks upon Jews and Jewesses. They could not afford to 
leave the defence of the Jewish people in the hands of irreligious people 
or of those who used this misfortune for partisan political motives. They 
must have Jewish men and women, Jewish boys and girls, well instructed 
in Jewish truth. That was the best defence for the Jewish people. Their 
boys and girls must understand what Judaism really is before they could 
take up the cause of the Jewish people. They could take a lesson from 
their enemies, who trained their children from their cradles and taught 
them in the schools all this vilification. He concluded by paying a tribute 
to Mr. Esterson, and supported the appeal made to the parents of the 
district to send their Gilden to the Classes.

% DISCUSSION ON JEWISH DEFENCE PROBLEMS 


[From our Correspondent | 


The main topic of discussion at the quarterly conference of 
delegates was the urgent necessity for strengthening the Community's 
machinery of defence in order to deal with outbreaks of anti. 
Semitism. Mr. Barnett Janner, President of the Association, intro. 
duced the subject in a vigorous way, followed by several delegates ; 
and Mr. Percy Cohen explained the policy of the Board of Deputies. 

Mr. Barnett Janner, who presided, said they had to brace themselves 
for a task which could no longer be neglected as the anti-Jewish forces 
were gaining ground by a growing output of venomous publications and 
defamatory statements. The Friendly Society movement could not 
dissociate itself from the rest of the Community and had to take its share 
in combating a campaign which was contaminating the minds of the 
public. Friendly Societies stood in a different light from other organisa- 
tions, as they were recruited in a social manner. It was because of this 
that they could make an effective contribution in the present crisis. Their 
young members could help and efficient speakers could be provided, 
With 50,000 members, one sixth of the Community, they must take action, 

Dealing with the position in Palestine, Mr. Janner said that despite 
all the difficulties and setbacks, Palestine remained the most important 
factor for promoting an understanding of the Jewish people. The 
influences at work to exacerbate the position had assumed serious 
dimensions, and they could be proud of the self-restraint displayed by 
young Jews who were anxious to defend themselves. In the death of Mr. 
Sokolow they had lost one of the greatest Jewish personalities of the age, 
who was respected in many countries for his character and culture. He 
concluded by congratulating his colleagues on the result of the appeal for 
Polish Jewry, whose position remained desperate. 

Mr. J. Slutsky moved the adoption of the Executive's report in the 
absence of Mr. John Dight, Chairman. Mr. Slutsky welcomed the 
delegate of the Victory Hebrew Friendly Society, a new Society to be 
affiliated, with 400 members. They could carry on normal work in the 
movement and still take a responsible share in developments outside. 
Mr. W. Warshawski, who seconded, felt that they ought to concentrate on 
their own work. 

Mr. J. Goldberg said it was time the Friendly Societies took action of 
their own in combating anti-Semitism. 

Mr. M. W. Shearer urged tliat steps be taken through the National 
Conference of Friendly Societies to tell non-Jewish Lodges of the Jewish 
cause. 

Mr. I. Shafran considered that Jews were showing too much restraint 
in this country in the face of Fascist attacks. There was no reason to 
wait for decisions by the Board of Deputies. They should go in for 
their own publicity campaign and organise mectings. He felt that a 
definite deteffnination existed in the movement to combat anti-Semitism. 
There was too much sitting on the fence. 

After further discussion, Mr. Percy Cohen, C.B.E., explained the 
position reached by the Board of Deputies and the object of the appeal 
which had been launched, He did not believe in sectional propaganda 
and hoped that any efforts made by the Friendly Societies would be as a 
contribution to communal effort. If the Board’s machinery was weak, it 
ought to be strengthened. Rival efforts would only dissipate energy and 
encourage the enemy. Let them take counsel together again when the 
results of the Board’s appeal and efforts were known. Mr. Shafran 
rendereda report on the Jewish Friendly Societies Convalescent Home 
at Birchington.

your Notes of the Week,” under the heading The Irony 


Of It!” you rightly say : 


‘ But only fatuous optimism would bleat nowadays that the time has passed 
for protesting the genuineness of Jewish loyalty. The lesson should be written 


in letters of fire.”’ 

It would, however, seem that this is not the view of the signatories 
to a communication which has been circulated among the scattered 
organisations of Jewish Ex-Servicemen, and the purpose of which is 
to dissuade them from co-ordinating their activities and policy in 


, an Empire Association of Jewish Ex-Servicemen. Some of the 
. signatories to this document are men whom we aye, required to 


look up to as our spiritual and lay leaders, in other sphétes than that of 
the ex-Servicemen’s movement alone. They are the same leaders, or 
their type, who have given us what is virtually a negative policy in regard 
to the Boycott ; and who cannot, even yet, find the ways and means to 
set up an urgentiy needed Press Committee. And now, we are given just 

: such another demonstration of “ hole-in-corner ” methods of dealing with a 
situation which day by day calls for positive action, 

The ex-Servicem2n are now told, by reasoning which is not 
particularly convincing, that it is not in the best interests of the Com- 
munity as a whole that there should be the proposed Empire Association. 
Incidentally, the Association is not ‘‘ proposed,” but does in fact already 
exist. put, recognising that criticism must necds be constructive, we are 
then advised of the best means by which the menace of anti-Semitism 
should be met, namely—" either by the Board of Deputies, or by some 
small, thoroughly representative Committee specially sct up for the 
purpose.” We are indeed progressing ! 

5o far as concerns the possible contribution of Jewish ex-Servicemen 
to the admitted need for a Jewish defence, may I, Sir, in my humble 
capacity, be permitted to make it clear to these gentlemen and others who 
may be like-minded, that the Jewish ex-Serviceman cannot and does not 
claim that he alone can solve the ever-present menace of anti-Semitism, 
the complete reply to calumny. But we do say that we are in a privileged 
position to render a particular service, which must be of some value to 
the Community as a whole. 

Is not the fact of a Jewish cx-Servicemen'’s movement, anywhere, 
the evidence of the acid test of loyalty? That, in return for the privileges 
of citizenship, we have shown that we accept its full responsibilities ; 
that, when the need has arisen, we have taken our due share, we have 
given our due quota of youth in its prime, in that tremendous upheaval 
which we then knew as *‘the War which was to end War.” 

If that be so, and there is none who can gainsay it, then surely this 
is a lesson which, as you, Sir, say, “should be written in letters of fire.” 
Qur non-Jewish friends expect it of us, and respect us for it. There is, 
and can be, no question of dissociating ourselves from non-Jewish 
ex-Service Organisations, -On the contrary, we can co-operate with them 
much more effectively as an organised body than by our present individual 
membership—the latter being still retained. 

The Jewish Ex-serviceman has an additional interest and duty, which 
can best be made effective by co-ordinated effort on the part of a nationally 
organised movement, instead of the piecemeal disjointed activities of the 
already cxristing groups up and down the country. It is an anomaly of 
the position that the document to which I have referred does not appear 
to raise objection to these local organisations. In fact, several of the 
sgnatories have honoured us in Swansea by accepting invitations to be 
the Guests of Honour at our Annual Re-Union Dinner. It is therefore 
somewhat difficult to appreciate why the arguments which they wish so 
vehemently to apply to a National Association do not apply equally to 
the local effort. 

On all sides it is agreed that there is a need for a Jewish Defence. 
The Jewish ex-Serviceman has his contribution to offer. To our leaders, 
if they are so minded to be called, I would say finally—let it then bea 
vanguard and not a rearguard action !

We, the undersigried, some of whom have received requests for 
guidance from various quarters on the question of the proposed Empire 
Association of Jewish ex-Servicemen, deem it our duty to state that we 
view with deep disfavour, the formation of such a body. In our con- 
sidered judgment, it would be detrimental to-the best interests of Jewish 
ex-Servicemen, as well as of Anglo-Jewry. 

Some of our reasons for having arrived at these conclusions may be 
suvnmarised as follows: 

1. The fermation of a Jewish ex-Servicemen’s organisation, with 
objects somewhat similar to those of the British Legion, ts both unneces- 
sary and undesirable, so long as the British Legion remains non-party, 
non-political and non-sectarian in character. 

2. It is in the best interests of the Jewish Community for Jewish 

ex-Servicemen to be members of the British Legion; indeed, we ought to 
do all we can to encourage Jewish ex-Servicemen to join it. Every 
friendly contact with non-Jewish ex-Servicemen becomes a valuable asset 
to the Jewish Community. The proposed association will, however 
unwittingly, weaken the Jewish me:nbership of the British Legion, and 
will thus lessen the opportunities of such contacts. 
\ 3. It is most undesirable and highly impolitic to confront the British 
Legion with a separate, similar organisation of Jewish ex-Servicemen. It 
i might have the effect of making the British Legion say: *‘ Our non- 
sectarian attitude is evidently unappreciated and unnecessary ; Jews have 
formed their own organisation; there is therefore ground for what sc-ne 
have urged: keep the Jews out.”’ 

4. The voluntary segregation of Jewish ex-Servicemen from the 
general body of ex-Servicemen in this country is likely to strengthen anti- 
Semitic tendencies, so tragic in their development in other countries, and 
culminating in the compulsory segregation of the. Jew from participation 
in the national life of the country. os these days, we cannot afford even 
the possibility of our actions being interpreted as a justification of Hitler’s 
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policy of segregating the Jew as a separate, alien and even inferior clas# 
of citizen. 

5. The combating of anti-Semitism or, more specifically, of attacks’ 
on Jewish loyalty should not be carried out by ex-Servicemen, as such, or 
by any other section of Jews. It must be the function of the entire Jewish 
Community. Such work is very delicate, demanding tact and experience; 
and it can only be safely and effectively performed either by the Board of 
Deputies or by some small, thoroughly representative Committee, specially 
set up for the purpose. 

6. We do not wish to express any opinion on the desirability of 
having a visible Jewish War Memorial in London. But we wish to make 
two observations. 

(a) Shortly after the War, representatives of all Synagogues, 
and other Jewish bodies in the British Isles, met in London to discuss 
this very question. The almost unanimous view was against a visible 
War Memorial. Nearly £200,000 was raised in the Empire for the 
purpose of a spintual War Memorial, and it is now functioning as 
the Jewish Memorial Council, with its great achievement for Jewish 
education. 

ib) If st is now felt that a visible War Memorial is necessary 
and the tume opportune for raising funds, the Committee ad hoc ean 
be established. There is no need for an Empire Association of Jewish 
ex-Servicemen to be formed for this purpose, which can be more 
ethaently and expeditiously carried out by a small Committee. 

For the reasons stated, we unhesitatingly say that the formation of a 
separate assomation, as adumbrated, is contrary to the best interests of 
the Anclo-Jewish Community.

The fact 
that there were so many Jewish financiers was not merely the result of 
national characteristics, but of economic and social conditions, resulting 
from quarrels in past ages which have isolated the Jew for that particular 
purpose, Whatever flair he had for that work should be harnessed for 
the general good, and the Jews themselves should be careful to see that 
they were fitted for somal good. The bad conditions in the East End 
of London were so often put down to the Jews, because they owned so 
many of the factones in this area. These conditions should be ended by 
the Jews themselves. Failing this, legislation should be promoted by 
others, for the East End was not the only part of London where such 
conditions prevmled. There was need for more factory inspection in the 
Borough of Stepney. It was necessary to put an end to the little back 
workshops, to the crowded conditions and to the taking of houses for 
workshops. But these questions should be tackled as economic problems 
by each man as a citizen of this country. The Jews should be in the 
forefront of that work. 

On behalf of Tur Jewish CHRONICLE, it was learned that Father 
(jroser was anxious for the Jewish Board of Deputies to take action. It 
would be, he said, a fine thing for Bntish Jewry to take the lead in the 
promotion of certain social legislation. It was far better for the prob- 
lems to be attacked by the Jews themselves than for legislation affecting 
them directly or indirectly to be promoted by those who did not wish 
them well. He was urging the Deputies, through Mr. J. H. Hall, M.P,. 
for Whitechapel, to take suitable action at the earhest opportunity.

Attitude to Fascist Jew-Baiting The Ben Uri Exhibition | 
ARAB DELEGATION TO MEET MEMBERS Se 


[From our Parliamentary Correspondent] 


The House of Commons is becoming a little restive under the 
influence of Blackshirt activities and the consequent increase of dew- 
baiting. ‘The persistent insults meted out to Jews at Blackshirt 
meetings are causing Members to ask whether the stand taken by the 
Home Secretary in the matter is as firm as he protests that it 1s. 
Sir John.Simon stoutly maintains the complete impartiality of the 
police, and, except in some quarters, this is not seriously doubted. 
But. after all, may there not be something in the view expressed to 
me that persistent heckling at Blackshirt meetings may’ incite the 
more’ hot-headed speakers to provoke physical, as well as to indulge in 
verbal, violence, and that tempers unrestrained by reason may break 
all bounds? ‘That idea might possibly explain why, m some of the 
cases laid before the House, the police appear to have been to the 
Fascist mobs a little blind; to those who would correct their abusive 
staternents on the spot not quite so kind. Reports of Blackshurt 
provocation and police protection continue to accumulate, and no 
little concern appears to have arisen through the impression that where 
independent and responsible evidence conthets with police testimony, 
the former is too often disregarded. There is a growing teeling in the 
House in favour of some form of enquiry into the Fascist organisation 
in this country, and Members of all parties are coming to the con- 
clusion that some check upon the making of lughly provocative 
statements-at public meetings will become inevitable. 

A meeting convened by Lord Winterton, M.P., and five other 
Members*of the House of Commons, was arranged for yesterday 
(Thursday) in one of the Committee Rooms, at which members of the 
unofficial Arab delegation now in this country were to be presented 
with a further opportunity of stating their case—in other words, of 
continuing that intensive propaganda which ts the avowed purpose of 
their visit to this country. However, the exposure of Arab aims and 
ambitions—proclaimed -by means of vielence and hostility to the 
Mandatory Power—has set up a marked degree of scepticism in 
Parhamentary circles, and it will require a display of reasonableness, 
from which the Arabs have so far held aioof, before their spokesmen 
can make any unpression upon Lobby opimon. 

The Sunday Closing Bill Hs embarked upon its course through 
the House of Lords, and in the more tranquil atrnosphere of the Upper 
Chamber has been given a second reading. There was wide agree- 
ment with the Marquess of Dufferin’s view that it seemed entirely out 
ab Keeping with the British tradition of tolerance in religious rhatters 
to make a Jewish trader lose practically two days of the week from his 
trade because he is honest enough to believe in his religion. Lord 
Jessel and others referred to a circular from the President of the 
Jewish Board of Deputies asking that the hour of closing on Sunday 
should be extended to 6 o'clock, and Lord Marley, who lad also 
received the circular, added that im a subsequent personal discussion 
with the President the latter agreed that in all the circumstances he 
would be prepared to accept 5 o'clock instead of 6 o'clock. Lord 
Marley has tabled amendments for the Committee Stages to permit 
Sunday opening until 5 p.m. 

Lord Lanungton has given notice of his intention to draw attention 
in the House of Lords to the serious state of Palestine and Transjordan, 
and to ask His Majesty’s Government that Jewish immigration should 
be stopped in view of the precedents already set up on the occasion of 
sumilar troubles, and to ask for papers. 


No date has been named for 
raising this motion in the House.

He would like to thank, on 
behalf of the Committees, Mr. Hart and his staff and the Secretary, Miss 
Mosely, and Miss Cohen, the Matron, and her staff for the efficient way 
they had carried out their several duties. :

David Bomberg, the Great Master 


The Annual Exhibition of works by Jewish artists, under the 
auspices of the Ben Uri Jewish Art Gallery, which is open at 43, 
Great Windmill Street, W., till Sunday, includes many works that 
I was unable to refer to individually last week. Pursuing the most 
interesting in numerical order, one is immediately confronted with 
two oils by Stafford Lorie, a Slade pupil (Nos, 1 and I). . These are 
individual conceptions gently formalised for purposes of form and 
composition. Next (No. 2) comes a clearly-painted snow scene by HL. 
Barr, which is delicate and charming, as distinct from anaemic and 
sentimental; “The Sty” (No. 33), by the same artist, calls for, and 
receives, richer treatment; it is a difficult problem well handled. M. 
Sochachewsky’s painting, as exemplified in Nos. 5 and 17, is still nght 
and drv: there is a feeling of repression about his work. C. E. 
Grunspan is a young artist who makes a successful job out of a con- 
ventional decorative portrait (No. 6), 

Margarite Hammerschlag’s portrait of Arnold Zweig (No. 7) is an 
exceptionally clever sketch, and Archibald Ziegler’s “Chelsea Embank- 
ment” (No. 9) shows increased delicacy of treatment. N. A. Gordon's 
“Mt. Errigal, Donegal” (No. 10) is a conventional poster, beautifully 
painted. The pastel portrait of Mrs. Cecil Roth (NB. 11) by Joseph 
Avrach, from Germany, may be better for its likeness than for its 
drawing. Emmanuel Levy's “Man Reading” (No. 12) 1s excellently 
composed and has character. Evelyn Abelson is all Sickert in 
“Trafalgar Square” (No. 14). Why? David Bomberg’s “Ronda, 
Spain” is the best picture in the show, and, indeed, better than any- 
thing in his one-man show at Cooling’s, which its generous of him. 
There are painters whose palettes are more pleasing to the eye than 
their pictures, but Bomberg is such a master that he may be said 
to mix his colour on the canvas and give us double pleasure. Horace 
Brodzkv’s “Mountain Landscape” (No. 26) is exceptionally fascinating 
in its Composition. 

S. M. Goldie’s landscapes (28 and 29), are done in oil, but are not 
oil paintings: they are really water-colour drawings. The technique 
is altogether too hard for the church steps at Minehead; and must 
pseudo-Sickert mauve follow us even into the unsophisticated paths 
of Somerset? Mary Lipson’s “Terminus” (No. 31) 1s good because it 
conveys an idea, but both her pictures are a little obvious in corm- 
position. Mrs. Cofman-Nicoresti’s “Camp Fire” (No. 36) 1s good up 
to a point, that point being the fire, which should be the focal 
point but ts not. Mervyn Levy should now be addressing himself 
to more serious problems than are contaimed in the superficial clever- 
ness of his two drawings (Nos. 40 and 61). Erna Auerbach’s portrait. 
of Mrs. Meverhof (No. 42) and “Irises” (No. 47) are badly hung, but 
they appear to maimtain the high level of techmque and sensitiveness 
that one has grown to expect from her; one hopes for more ambitious 
work. Ehas Short’s water-colour “Bereavement” (No. 51) has 
character (I use the term eulogistically), and Leila Cohen's “At the 
Clime”™ (No. 55) 1s m the same sense amusing. W. H. Dietnch shows 
real mastery of heads in Nos. 67 and 70, and N. Kornbluth’s etching 
of a canal (No. 73) is a good, honest bit of work. 

The sculpture is good. A. Lozofi has a lovely lamb carved in the 
Derbyshire spar with which he ts always so success No. 81), and a 
dull head of Marcus Lapton (No. 76) in plaster. He (or someone) has 
attempted to liven this up by painting it the vivid green one usually 
associates with garden seats. B. Szeps’s “Topsy” yet pac (No. 78) 1s 
a beautiful bust with a nicely turned head and a well-moedelled back. 
Else Fraenkel’s bronze mask (No. 79) combines strength with beauty 
of line, and “Jo.” a bronze head by Caroline Gabriel) of the Slade 
School, is sensitive and vivid. Jeanette Lyons’s “And Elisha prayed 
unto the Lord” (No, 82) 1s at a disadvantage in its present stage of 
white plaster, and is sentimentalised in the figure of the woman.

A concerted effort 
should be made to send them adequate support, 

Mr. H, A. Goodman reported on his visit to Poland. He had been in 
Lodz, Warsaw and Lublin. In Warsaw the Community's budget was 
almost £200,000, nearly four times the amount raised by the united efferts 
of Anglo-Jewry for Poland. The poverty was literally indescribable. 
Refugees from Minsk-Masowietsk had waited forty-cight hours in the 
communal courtyard to obtain a return ticket to Miusk, value less than 
two shillings. 

On the suggestion of Rabbi Weinstein, supported by Dr. Katz, grants 
were made to the Yavne Schools of Lithuania, to the Yeshivot of Grodno, 
Brisk, Wilkomir, to the Hachsshara and Yeshiva of Heide (Belgium) and 
to twenty-five Rabbis of Sovict Russia, te whom food parcels will be sent. 

The Chairman pointed out that the main income of the Keren

The New Sheriff-Elect 
SOME BIOGRAPHICAL DETAILS 


Es Mr. Alderman and Sherifi-Elect Pollitzer, who, with the next Lord 
Mavor1 and his fellow She riff, wil ome in contact, to an exceptional extent, 
with rovalty and distinguished ete Visitors during the coronation of 
King Edward VIII next year, has for over fifty vears been in business 
in the City. For the last. fifteen years, he has been a member of the 
Corporation of the City of London, and previously was for twelve vears 
a member of the Southwark Borough Council, Klected to the Court o1 
Common Council for the Ward of Queenhithe in 1920, he has served 
as the Chairman of two Commuittees—the Streets (twice) and the Police. 
For the last eight years, he has been, and stil is, Chairman of the 
Metropolitan Paving Committee. In 1932, he was returned as Alderman 
for the Ward of Queenhithe. Two years previously, he was made a 
Justice of the Peace for the County of London. He is a Past Master 
of the Worshipful Company of Carmen, and a Liveryman of the Worship- 
ful Company of Loriners. He has been President of the Queenhithe 
Ward Club since its imception. 

“T can assure you,” he declared in his Election Address,.“that, if elected 
Sheriff, it will be my constant aim and endeavour to maintain the dignity of 
this hich and responsible position, and office which was filled by my great- 
uncle, Sir Benjamin Phillips in 1859-60. He subsequently became Lord Mayor 
in 1865; and his son, Sir George Faucel Phillips, also held this important 
position in 1896, while he was Sheriff in 1884-85.” 

Mr. Pollitzer’s father, for eleven years and until his decease in 
1912, served on the Court of Common Council for the Ward of Queen- 
hithe. The Shernff-Elect had been a prominent member of the 
Hampstead Synagogue for many years, but recently taking up residence 
near the West London Synagogue, has jomed that Congregation.’

From THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of July 2nd, 1885 


Tue election, on Monday, of Alderman Isaacs, as Sheriff, adds to the 
roll of Jews who have filled that honourable position, a Jew who 
has been closely and thoroyghly identified with communal affairs 
nearly all his life.

Palestine Exploration Fund 
ANNUAL MEETING 


The seventy-first Annual Meeting of the Palestine Exploration Fund 
was held last Friday at 2, Hinde Street; Manchester Square, W. Sir 
Charles Marston, presided . 

The Annual Report and Accounts for 1935 were adopted, on the 
motion of Sir Charles Close, Chairman of the Executive Committee. 

Paying tnbute to the memory of those connected with the Fund 
who had passed away, Sir George Close said the late King, who was the 
Fund’s Patron, had considerable knowledge of the Holy Land: and, in 
early hfe, had journeyed much about the countrv. The name of the late 
Field-Marshal Viscount Allenby would go down 1n history as that of one 
of their most distinguished miltary commanders, whose brilliant cam- 
paign in Palestine would ever be an inspiration to students ef the military 
art. Sir Charles referred to the -propesed archwological survey of 
Palestine.

NEW AUSTRALIAN TOURIST CLASS 


The introduction by the P. and O., some five years ago, of the

I put him in touch with Palestine and Orient Lioyd, 
of 25, Hart Street, Bloomsbury, W.C. ... Mr. N. L. Herman, Secretary of 
the Hampstead Synagogue, sent, on behalf of Mr. Henry M. Cohen, a Warden 
of the Synagogue, a list of donatons to the fund opened by Mr. Cohen for 
commemorating the name of Commodore Sir Edgar T. Britten, of the “Queen 
Mary,” with the Norwood Jewish Orphanage. ... Mr. Charles E. Pierce, of 
Cunard White Star, voices his interest in the sermon to be delivered in 
the “Queen Mary” Synagogue to-morrow (Sabbath) by Rabbi Dr. Isadore 
Goodman who will thus be the first Minister to deliver an address in a 
Synagogue in a British ship on the high seas. ... Miss B. Gordon, daughter 
of the Rev. M. L. Gordon, of Southampton, writes of her father’s illness 
that has kept him away from his beloved ships in Southampton Docks. “I 
hope Mr. Gordon will soon be out and about again... .Mr. Mayer Restacher, 
of Rue Fouad, Alexandria, writes expressing confidence in the outcome of the 
situation in Palestine, stressing the point that out of the turmoil will emerge 
Tel-Aviv as a real Jewish port, and a valuable one, too... . Miss E. H. 
of Highbury, who enquired in this column for particulars of Jewish Summer 
Schools abroad, received replies from R. Cohen, Brighton, and Mrs. Berlin, 
of Petworth Street, Manchester. I have thanked them on behalf of the 
enquirer. ... Mr. M. Morris, of Wembley, Middlesex, desired some information 
a fortnight ago as to Jewish hotels in San Sebastian, and I now hear from Mr. 
Ernest Golding, the Acting British Vice-Consul in that city, who gives the 
name and address of the leading local Jewish resident, as there is no Jewish 
hotel. Mr. Golding has our best thanks for his courtesy. ... Mr. J. Schumacher, 
proprietor of the Savoy Hotel, Haifa, writes in optimistic terms of Palestine’s 
future. As is pointed out by the Palestine Correspondent of Tur Jewish 
CHRONICLE: “Many people might think it needs a rare courage to come to 
Palestine these days, in view of the disturbances which are going on; but let 
me write to assure your readers, through your good medium, that they need 
have nothing to fear in visiting Eretz Yisrael and everything to gain. The 
Kfe of the Yishav is normal; outwardly it shows no signs of the provocation 
to which it is being submitted, although inwardly, of course, the scars of the 
murders and plundering of property will remain for ever. I thinkthat those 
of- your readers who had planned to come to Palestine this summer, and 
to see what is going on here, should not be deterred from the enterprise by 
exaggerated reports. True, there is a certain element of danger in outlying 
settlements; but the Yishuv as a whole is keeping itself remarkably well 
balanced, and I think that visitors would yo home refreshed by the experience 


of raving -+heen Eretz. Yisrael at-this time, when .so much determination 
is ab and «such »wigour of creation is proceeding. And they should not 


miss an opportunity of seeing the nucleus of the Tel-Aviv port which is being 
built near the Levant Fair grounds!” :

Shechita Board 
TROUBLES REVIEWED AT ANNUAL MEETING 


THE RAV 


[From our Correspondent | 


Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree presided on Monday evening at the Annual 
Meeting of the Shechita Board, held at the Board Rooms, Cheetham 
Hull Road. 

Presenting the forty-fourth Annual Repori, he said they had had a 
satisfactorv vear: but there were one or two disturbing matters which 
had not vet been cleared away. He referred to the “intrusion” into 
the workings of the religious practices of their Community. The 
Board. said the (‘hairman, was not founded to lay down laws tor the 
Community, but to organise its Kashrut. It was representative of the 
Community. and it was very sad to think that there was a section ol 
the Community who thought that it was in the interests of the Com- 
munity to oppose the Board itt almost everything it cid, He could 
not tnderstand why a section should support that which Jewish Law 
Said was wrong, OF should attempt to defeat the objects of the Board, 
founded to protect and safeguard the fundamental tenets of the 
Commumty. He could do no more than appeal sincerely that this 
“intrusion ” should end. The solution to this trouble lav in the hands 
of the Community—if the Community would not support this 
“intrusion” it could not exist another day, and he appealed to them 
through the delegates not to support it, so that they might be united 
for thi nprovement of the Board’s work and, if nec ssary, the Kashrut 
ot the ets If there was anything wrong, they and the Beth Din were 
there to receive implants and remedy therm. 

THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE MOVEMENT 

On the question of the Communal Rav, Mr. Barrow-Sicree said 
that unfortunately they had not proceeded very far in such an appoint- 
ment He was more convinced than ever of the necessity Ol aAppomnting 
such a spiritual guide in Manchester. A movement was on foot in the 
Conununty to found a Umted Synagogue, which would be of great 
value But he still thought that the procedure adopted lor bringing it 
about was fundamentally wrong, and from what he heard, very httle 
headway was being made. He wished the leaders inh that movement 
would see eve to eve with him when he said that if a man of strength 
of character and spirit were first appointed as Rav of the largest 
Jewish Community outside London, then that would be the rallying 
point for a United Synagogue. They should work, not from the 
commercial port of view, but trom the spiritual, The Board were 
ready at any moment to give their best services in the making ol a 
worthy appointment. 

Mr. Sicree mentioned that the year’s work showed a deticit of £126, 
but they had to bear m mind that during the year they had given 
£1.036 to various charities. 

As an orgamsation that was represented on, and contributed to, 
the Hebrew Visitation Board, they were sorry to see the recent untor- 
tunate mention about its affairs in the Press. He did not desire to 
take sides, but. said the Chairmman, as the matter was seed upon even 
outside the Manchester Community, he could not help saying. that 
there seemed. to have been faults on both sides, and a little rnore 
vision, discretion and tact would have obviated what had become 
nlty ost a scandal in the Community. The Visitation Board should be 
stronger orgamsation.

Mr. A. Alexander, Joint Treasurer, presented the Accounts, in 
Whicit he was supported by Mr. H. Vogel, Joint Treasurer. When they 
reckoned the ditheulties of the year, he said, they could be satisfied 
that their cdehert was £126.

ANNUAL PRIZE DISTRIBUTION 

At the South Manchester Synagogue Chambers, Wilbraham Road, 
on Sunday, Mr. W. Halon, the President, presided at the Annual Prize- 
giving to the Classes. Mrs. Dorothy Quas-Cohen, J.P., distmbuted 
the awards. 

The Rev. L. Weiwow, the Headmaster of the Classes, presented his 
report.

BOXING 
A Well-Known Manager 


The subject of this pen picture is Mr. Maurice—known as Morry— 
Gordon, a boxing manager of many 
years’ standing. It was only w th 
difficulty that our representative 
obtained any details of his career, 
owing to his negotiations with a 
wublication which intends issuing 
his life story. Our representative, 
however, managed to obtain the 
following particulars: he was a 
boxer while at school and, after 
leaving, participated in several con- 
tests as an amateur for some 
East London Jewish clubs. He was 
a member of the Brady Boys’ Club 
and after a time became its 
instructor and was associated with 
it for fifteen years. Dunng this 
period, he was appointed boxing 
instructor to the Hutchison House 
and Victona Boys’ Clubs, for 
whom he acted on different even- 
ings of the week. He gave up 
these club activities in 1922, and 
was presented with a book by the 
Victoria Club, of which he is very 
proud. The book is inscribed as 
follows: “‘As a mark of esteem and regard, and to commemorate our 
victory vear, 1921, this book, subscribed for by the lads of the Victoria 
Club, 1s presented to Mr. M. Gordon from the undermentioned friends’”’ : 
these include such well-known personalities in the boxing world to-day 
as Harry Levene, the boxing manager, Harry Salkind, four times winner 
of a Federation of Boys’ Clubs championship and who later turned 
professional, Moe Mizler, who was himself a boxer and brother of the 
better-known Harry, Mark Lesnick, a promising boxer who was managed 
by Mr. Gordon and whe had to give up the game owing to failing eve- 
sight, and many others.

OVERSEAS DEVELOPMENTS: In South Africa the year had been principally 
devoted to re-organisation. A new factory in Cape Town had been equipped 
with the latest machinery to deal with the inereasing volume of-business and 
to effect economies by concentrating work in one factory. The Durban factory 
had also been modernised and.enlarged.

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New British Opera Company 
LEARNING FROM THE SCREEN 


A new British Opera Company has been formed to produce operas in 
English, with an all-English cast. Plans are well advanced for a season 
of opera in the West End in the autumn. The repertoire will include 
some established favourites and one or more new operas. This new 
organisation is to be ealled the British Music Drama Opera Company. It 
will be the aim of the Directors to stress the drama of the operas quite as 
much as the music.

his Hollywood stock going up by leaps and bounds on the strength of his 
wholly delightful display, sympathetic, amusing and skilful to ‘a degree. 
Miss Lupmo has proved one of Hollywood's best successes. When. very 
young, she first visited the film city, they seemed to misunderstand her 
quality; but she has improved from film to film, growing ever more 
beautiful, discovering poise before the camera and developing a comedy 
technique that makes her a worthy partner for Lederer.

Taking the story 
of two lovers (they are West End stage stars) who are separated by 
the outbreak of war and meet again as rival spies, the present pro- 
duction is written with due appreciation of the requirements of screen 
melodrama, but makes no attempt to rise above that standard. It 
eschews any evident pacifist propaganda, but does not preclude the 
maginative onlooker from providing his own. Actual warfare scenes 
are few, but several powerfully affecting individual incidents recall some 
of the foul felony of war. Robert Florey’s direction competently extracts 
emotional quality from conventional situations, and the acting, with 
the one exception of the star himself, is equally safe but undistinguished.
